Government aid totalling 
nearly £200,000 has been given 
to five of tile six opposition 
parties in Parliament since the 
financial assistance scheme was 
approved last March, Mr Short, 
Lord President of the Council, 
said yesterday in a written 
answer.

‘Scottish Daily 
News ’ plant 
to he auctioned 


The plant of the Scottish 
Doily IVeu’S, which ceased pub¬ 
lication on November 8, is to 
be auctioned in Glasgow in the 
week beginning May 3, Mr 
James Wnitron. the liquidator, 
announced yesterday. The 
building will be sold later. 

Mr Whitton said a private 
sale was not precluded. He

The Government will be asked 
today to authorize the spending 
Of an extra £90m to create and 
preserve jobs and provide new 
training for workers in anticipa¬ 
tion of an improvement in 
world trade. 

On the. eve of the Commons 
debate on unemployment the 
Manpower Services Commission 
is calling for a big cash injeo-.

The number 
of signatures rose to 5,000 in 
two hoars. 

Mr Terence Carlin, Northern

union, officials.” 

The organization denied die 
peace campaign had been in¬ 
spired, sponsored or promoted 
by any political party or by 
any body outside the Northern 
Ireland unions.

Home Office obdurate on IRA man 


By David Leigh 

The Home Office remained 
obdurate yesterday in the face 
of what it described as the 
continued deterioration of 
Frank Stagg, the IRA banger 
striker now in the forty-sixth 
day of his fast at Wakefield 
prison. 

In a statement issued as Pro¬ 
visional Sum Fein supporters 
in Belfast occupied an Inland 
Revenue office for a short, 
peaceful protest over the Home 
Office’s attitude, the ministry 
said Mr Stagg, who was jailed 
for 10 years for plotting to 
blow up buildings in Coven¬ 
try, would not be moved to a 
Northern Ireland prison. “ Stage 
has no known associations with 
Northern Ireland ”, it said. 


That claim is disputed by 
Mr Stages family, many of 
whom are still gathered at 
Wakefield. They say that his 
mother and his brother Sean 
lire in co Mayo in die republic 
The' Home Office view is'that 
prisoners who want transfers 
must have been bom in the 
area, they want to go txr, or have 
lived there, or have next oE kin 
there. Mr Stags a bus driver 
in Coventry from 1959, was boro 
in the republic. - 

The statement said that Mr 
Stagg, who was jailed In Decem¬ 
ber, 1973, had been offered a 
return to prison near Coventry: 
that would almost certainly be 
Gartree, the nearest maximum 
security ppson 


Mr Stagg. would not be force- 
fed, the statement said, and 
added that political status did 
not exist in British prisons. 
Mr Stagg would have to work 
like other criminals; if he did 
not he could expect, only con¬ 
tinued- p unishmen t by solitary 
. confinement. 

“There is no possible basis 
on which it would be reason¬ 
able to transfer him to a prison 
in Northern Breland.” 

The Home Office also said 
that Jeremiah Mealey, who is 
dangerously ill in Wakefield 
after a hunger strike lasting 
three days longer than Mr 
Stagg*s, would not be repatria¬ 
ted. He was born in the re¬ 
public, came to England in 
1958, and had a wife in Luton.

Mr Roy Cedi Bush, a garage 
owner who sold cut-price petrol 
from an anonymous source in 
defiance of a court order to 
confine his sales to Shell, was 
jailed by Mr Justice Temple- 
man in the High Court yester¬ 
day for 28 days. The judge said 
Mr Bush needed a short and 
sharp lesson. 

Mr Bush is managing director 
of companies that control the 
Alpha and Beta service stations 
at Station Road, Stoke Mande- 
ville, Buckinghamshire. The jail 
order was made on the applica¬ 
tion of Shell Marketing Ltd. 

The company alleged that Mr 
Bush had broken his agree men t 
to sell only Shell and an injunc¬ 
tion to stick to that agreement. 

Mr Bush, of ’Wendover Road, 
Stoke Mandeville. maintained 
that Shell was treating him un¬ 
fairly by giving his competitors 
rebates and credit terms denied 
him. 

The judge said that early in 


1975, after Mr Bush had run 
into financial difficulties. Shell 
refused him credit terms and 
required him to pay for bis sup¬ 
plies in cash or banker’s draft. 
Mr Bush decided to break his 
'agreement and to obtain petrol 
from other sources. After orders 
had been made against him in 
October and November he re- 
sumed taking deliveries of Shell 

Petrol deliveries other than 
Shell were made secretly in 
breach of the injunction. Mr 
Bush contended that the deli¬ 
veries were made as a trap for 
Shell and were not intended for 
resale. Be alleged that Shell 
was hounding him and wanted 
to drive him out of business. 

The judge said: “It is clear 
that this is all a lot of non¬ 
sense. Mr Bush now poses as a 
little man fighting die oil com¬ 
panies. And although ic has been 
suggested that zf I punish him 
he will become a martyr. I do 
not take that view.”

Junior doctors seek 
to veto Goodman 
proposals on pay beds

If the result of the hospital 
consultants’ ballot, expected on 
February 12, favours the com¬ 
promise proposals framed by 
Lord Goodman, junior hospital 
doctors will seek to veto it and 
call a special representative 
meeting of the British Medical 
Association, one of the juniors’ 
leaders said yesterday. 

Dr Martin Baylis, deputy 
chairman of the Hospital Junior 
Staffs Committee, said that 
feeling among the 19,000 
juniors against the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans to separate 
private practice from the 
National Health Service was as 
high as it had been over their 
new contract. 

“There is no room for com¬ 
promise, and the Goodman 
proposals are unacceptable to 
us”, he said. “We believe the 
Government’s plans are a first 
step towards a salaried service 
and a state monopoly.” 

Dr Baylis said the leadership 
was sure it represented the 
feelings of most junior doctors 
on this issue. 

The present committee was 
elected when its predecessor 
•was accused of being out of 
touch with the general view of 
results of negotiations on the 
new contract. 

Areas that were the least mili¬ 
tant over the contract issue 
were now extremely concerned 
about private practice. Dr Baylis 
said. There was talk of in¬ 
dustrial action, including one- 
dav strikes. 

Representatives of abojtt a 
thousand junior doctors in the 
South-west, including Bristol, 
Truro, Plymouth, Barnstaple, 


Exeter and Taunton delivered 
a letter to rbe Prime Minister 
yesterday, asking him to refer 
the private practice issue to 
the Royal Connnissioo on the 
National Health Service. Later 
they lobbied their_MPs, includ¬ 
ing Dr Owen, Minister of State 
for Health and member for 
Plymouth, Sutton. 

The juniors? action caused 
minor disruptions _ in ,° 0S E lt: i“ 
services in the region. Mr I. G. 
Kidson, chairman of «e area 
committee of the Hospital 
Junior Staffs Committee, said 
there was no question of putt¬ 
ing emergency or urgent cases 
at risk. 

The letter to Mr Wilson 
stated that the Government’s 
intension urgently to alter the 
structure of the National Health 
Service without waiting a short 
time for the report of the 
roval commission confirmed the 
juniors’ fear that “you are less 
concerned with • the well-being 
of the patient than with party 
political dogma”. 

The delay would be insignifi¬ 
cant in comparison with the 
27 years since the'service was 
set up, the letter said. They 
looked forward to hearing that 
Mr .Wilson was not afraid to 
allow independent scrutiny of 
his policy. " 

The juniors’ protest coin¬ 
cides with the arrival at BMA 
House of the last votes in the 
ballot of the 11,000 consultants' 
on whether to accept the com¬ 
promise proposals or to resign. 
The BMA has declined to dis¬ 
close how many ballot papers 
have been received, but it is 
understood that the poll is not 
a heavy one.

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Miners extend deadline for 
national overtime ban

The National Coal Board 
expects to break even ibis 
year, despite stagnant producti¬ 
vity in the pits and reduced 
reliance on government grants 
and subsidies. That was the 
message given to ' miners' 
leaders yesterday. 

The National Union of 
Mineworkers extended its 
deadline for a decision on 
opening up a new seam at 
Langwith colliery in Derby-. 
shire, which is threatened with 
closure, after hearing that the 
coal board could not give a 
verdict on the miners’ demand 
for the exploitation of reserves 
at the pit in the five days 
given by the union last week. 

The miners have threatened a 
national overtime ban If the- 
coal hoard does not drive two. 
new headings to tap the 2ft 
lOin seam, which the NCB says 
is uneconomic and unworkable 
because of dust. 

The threat of industrial 


action has receded until the 
NTJM executive meets on Feb¬ 
ruary 12. The overtime ban has 
been threatened because the 
miners- fear the coal board’s 
refusal to exploit the seam is 
the beginning of « new pit clo¬ 
sure programme. 

At yesterday’s talks between 
the NUM executive and the 
coal board the NCB said 
production this year would be 
113,500,000 tons—well short of 
the original target of 120 mil¬ 
lion tops, and a milKon tons 
less than 1974-75. Productivity 
is marginally down no last 
year at about 4Scwt output a 
manshift overall. 

From those figures -it is 
clear thait the coal board’s pro¬ 
ductivity drive, .begun in. Sep¬ 
tember. last year, aimed 1 at im¬ 
proving, output by 5 per cent 
to 4fS.8cwt a manshift, overall, 
has been a failure. 

‘ Tlie miners .were also 
warned that coal stocks now 
standing at a record 28,500.000 
million tons will grow this 
year. 


Treasury to pay 
‘ rates ’ on 
royal palaces 

The Treasury has agreed to 
pay a contribution in lieu of 
rates for Buckingham Palace 
and St James’s Palace from 
next April. The contribution 
will be paid to Westminster Citv 
Council, which put forward the 
idea last year. 

The council has received a 
letter from the Treasury Valuer, 
confirming that there will be a 
payment for the two royal pro¬ 
perties, although an exact figure 
has not yet been worked out. 

Payment has never before 
been made on property occupied 
bv the reigning monarch, al¬ 
though from 1869 a "bounty” 
payment for lighting, paving 
and watching services, believed 
to be policing, was made. When 
the scheme was abolished in 
1962 the annual levy stood at 
£1,246 15s 4d. 


Colleges urged 
to get more 
science students 

Priority should be given to 
recruiting teachers to courses 
in mathematics and science, the 
Department of Education and 
Science says in a letter -to 
training colleges and local 
education authorities. 

Other priority subjects are: 
French, business studies, handi¬ 
crafts, nhysics, religious educa¬ 
tion, home economics, and 
courses for teaching backward 
and men rally handicapped 
children. They are known as 
shortage subjects because of a 
drop of applications for them 
from students. 

The letter savs the student 
staff ratio in colleges should be 
about one readier to 10 or II 
students overall. although 
larger teaching groups in well- 
supported subjects might be 
necessary to allow smaller 
groups in subjects to which 
recruitment Is difficult.

Fuller information should be 
made available to the public 
about coal prices prevailing in 
every locality,. . the Price 
Commission recommended yes¬ 
terday. 

It says in a report* submit¬ 
ted to Mrs Williams, Secietaiy 
of State for Prices and 
Consumer Protection, that the 
distribution of coal to the pub¬ 
lic is an industry In which 
prices vary considerably be¬ 
tween locations and between 
local traders. Consequently the 
more information available to 
die public the more pressure 
will be brought to bear on 
retailers whose profit margins 
are above average. 

..Sir Arthur Cockfield. the 
commission’s chairman, says In 
die introduction to die report 
that profit margins in general 
are in 'line with those found in 
other sectors of ret ailin g.. How¬ 
ever. there were market Imper¬ 
fections and the trade" should' 
consider what might best be 
done to lessen differences in 
profit between traders and to 
allow customers to benefit 
from lower prices. 

Despite tbe finding that the 
average retail price of a given 
fuel can vary by as much as 60 
per cent between parts of the 
country, the report says it has 
found evidence in some areas 
of traders agreeing the prevail¬ 
ing price, if Only informally. It 
recommends the ending of that 
practice and has written _ to 
every coal merchant taking 
part in the lurestigation point¬ 
ing out the potential illegality 
of such agreements. 

The Office of Fair Trading 
said last night that it had 
noted the commission’s find¬ 
ings and was telling local asso¬ 
ciations of : coal merchants that 
it is illegal to operate informal 
price-fixing agreements unless 
they are registered under the 
terms of the Restrictive Trades 
Practices Act. 

The commission, which is to 
continue to monitor coal 
prices, was asked to investigate 
after sharp increases early last 
year. It repairs that oa 
average the retail price may 
have risen by as much as half 
in the year from October. 1974. 

It found that prices were rel¬ 
atively high in Reading (£32 a 
ton domestic coalj, Plymouth 
(£29), Exeter (£28), and Lon¬ 
don (£26). “Lower domestic 
coal prices were found in New¬ 
castle and, Nottingham (£20). 
Birmingham . (£23), Brighton 
and Edinburgh .(£24), Cardiff 
(£22) and Liverpool (£21). 

The Coal Merchants’ Federa¬ 
tion of Great Britain said last 
night that it had no complaints 
about the report and/that it 
accepted the recommendations. 
It added that the commission 
had found evidence of informal 
collusion on prices in only a 
few areas and that the practice 
should be stopped.

Electronics firm plans a ‘sound’ 
trap for Loch Ness monster

A new angle to the Loch Ness 
monster, if such an inclination 
is available in three-dimensional 
geometry, has been discovered. 

A British electronics company 
yesterday claimed to -' have 
measured, a large, unexplained 
body .in Loch Ness with “elec- 
tro-videosonic ” high-frequency 
sound waves. It plans to capture 
tbe monster by steering it into 
a trap by stimulating it sexually 
with high-frequency signals. 

The equipment was designed 
by Videomaster Ltd, a company 
known until now for its tele¬ 
vision games in which the 
players hit or miss an electronic 
blip moving backwards and for¬ 
wards on a screen. 

To test its products the com¬ 
pany developed equipment to 
scan the ultra-bi^b-frequency 
output from complete circuits. 
It discovered by accident that 
ac certain levels this equipment 
had an attractive or Tepellenr 
effect on the office dog, an 
Alsatian called Petra, which was 
produced in evidence at yester¬ 
day’s press conference. 

Wishing to test the equipment 
hi a different density, the com¬ 
pany found that it had an effect 
oh the fish in a home acquar- 
ium. The name Loch Ness 
occurred to somebody, and offi¬ 
cials of rbe company looked at 
one another in a wild surmise. 
Last August they, spent £45,000 


to dispatch a secret, mission to 
the loch, in. the disinterested 
pursuit of monstrous zbotogv, 
and in the hope of die free pub-, 
licity attached to any such 
expedition. 

Results were at once Spectac¬ 
ular. The first time the ecru^- 
merrt was tested in the loch "it 
produced a large reading, of. 
eels; and shoals of eels 'were 
seen to be attracted to fc Mr 
Bryan long, director of the 
expedition, beamed Beethoven's 
Fifth Symphony into a river and 
attracted shoals of roach to the 
surface. Elvis Presley, however, 
was found to have a deterrent 
effect 

Since then the Jodb has been 
scanned by 14 separate instru¬ 
ments taking cross-readings'on 

each other, and restate differ¬ 
ent frequencies. Then on Janu¬ 
ary 18 they struck Moby Dick. 
The instruments recorded a 
body at least 25ft long 500ft 
down. Tbe company’s tech¬ 
nicians were still working qa the 
'results yesterday, trying to 
ascertain whether they indicate 
that the body was moving or 
showed other signs of animation. 

But they issued “visual graph 
print-outs” of a tracing needle 
suddenly registering some im¬ 
pressive, object. The graph was 
less impressive than it-, might 
have been, having no coordin¬ 
ates or other detail of wbat it 
-was measuring, just a monstrous 
sq niggle. 

The company has invited all 


parties interested in the Loch 
Ness monster to a seminar in 
Brighton on Friday- There, it 
is promised, the findings will 
be presented with a more sober 
scientific precision than was 
available yesterday.

Whitehouse fight to keep 
religion in schools

Mrs Whitehouse said:

“We cannot win, yet we con¬ 
tinually strive to do -so by 
offering a service in- unenvi¬ 
able circumstances. • 


“I should not want to return 
ro the old, harsh, punitive sys¬ 
tems of the past. But I believe 
that the pendulum has now 
swung to the opposite 
extreme.” 

He said Mrs Renee Short,

Potato stocks used up by end of April 
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Potato stocks left on farms 
arc do>vn to 675,000 tons, the 
Potato Marketing Board esti¬ 
mated yesterday. That - was 
little more than a third of the 
normal stocks for the time of 
year. 

Even though consumption 
had fallen to about 50,000 tons 
a week the stock of home-grown 
potatoes would be used up, at 
this rate, before the end of 
April.

The £6 pay limit is 
holding well and, despite a 
number of particularly unfavour¬ 
able factors which have pushed 
die wholesale price index for 
Industrial Inputs up in recent 
months, there are now encouraging 
signs of slowing down both in this 
index and in the retail price index 
as confirmed by the Price Commis¬ 
sion in their report for the period 
September 1 to November 30, 1975. 

Britain is already cm course for 
the target of bringing the rare of 
price increases down to single 
figures by the end of the year. 

Against this background. I have 
had discussions with representa¬ 
tives of manufacturers, retailers 
and others about the Introduction 
of a scheme as promised in the 
White Paper Tiic Attack on Infla- 
t ion. 

Our objective has been to draw 
up a list of products on which 
price increases will be held to a 
maximum of 5 per cent both by 
manufacturers and by retailers for 
a six-xnontn period starting Feb¬ 
ruary 1 and February 16 respec¬ 
tively ; in short, to bring forward 
Into the first part of the year, 
over a considerable area of con¬ 
sumer expenditure, the benefits 
of the lower rate of Inflation which 
we now expect. Z have also con¬ 
sulted the TUC and consumer 
organizations about the scheme. 

During these discussions, 1 have 
recognized tfiat the profit margins 
of manufacturers, services, and 
the distributive trades for the 
third quarter of 1975 were at very

Nothing ventured, nothing gained: 
Government will have to recast 
devolution proposals-Lord Home 


Mr Wilson agrees Moscow outbursts are ‘hysterical’ 


House of Lords 
Lord NorthDeld, formerly Mr 
Donald Chapman, Labour MP for 
Birmingham, Northfield, 1951-70, 
and Lord Parry, formerly Mr Gor¬ 
don Samuel David Parry, were in¬ 
troduced. 

LORD SHEPHERD, Lord Privy 
Seal, opening a two-day debate on 
the White Paper Our Changing 
Democracy: Devolution to Scot-' 
Zand and Wales, said it concerned 
the biggest structural change in. 
the. Government of Britain for cen¬ 
turies. The question was not 
whether to make changes bat what 
changes to make. 

Ail changes had its dangers bat 
tbe Government believed that with 
the situation which confronted the 
country there would be greater 
danger in failing to make change. 

In broad terms there were four 
options open: separation, federa¬ 
lism, the Conservative Party’s out¬ 
line scheme, and the Government's 
proposals. 

The Government's scheme meant 
powers would be transferred to the 
separate assemblies in Scotland 
and Wales without taking away 
sovereignty from Westminster. The 
transfer amounted to delegation 
and not to surrender. 

Devolution would not contribute 
to over-government by adding a 
further tier to those levels or 
government which already existed. 

Those who said there should be 
no reserve powers for Westminster 
were not arguing for a different 
form of devolution but for federa¬ 
lism and beyond. The existence of 
reserve powers reflected the fact 
that under devolution the United 
Kingdom remained a unitary 
sovereign state. 

The Government believed the 
block grant system of financing the 
proposed new assemblies was pre¬ 
ferable to fragmenting the 
country's taxation system. Tfadr 
approach was consistent with allo¬ 
cation of fair shares on the basis of 
need. 

LORD HAILSHAM of ST 
MARYLEBONE, for the Opposi¬ 
tion, said a naked refusal to 
change the status quo, attractive 
thuugb it might be to those like 
himsell who did not mind the 
status quo. was no longer practical 
politics. In the form proposed, the 
Government’s scheme would not 
work because it had .square wheels. 

If there was to he true devolu¬ 
tion In Scotland, Ulster, or Wales 
the powers of each assembly must 
be defined by law and operated 
and policed through the courts, 
whether or not Parliament retained 
its ultimate sovereignty. A reversal 
or amendment must fullow some 
form of prc-crihcd ritual which the 
courts could recognize. A new con¬ 
stitution of that kind ought to be 
sanctified by a referendum at some 
stage. 

To give round wheels to devolu¬ 
tion it was necessary to define 
powers by law. The demand for 
devolution was onlv one aspect of 
a malaise affecting England no less 
than Scotland and Wales. U took 
the form of nationalism in Scot¬ 
land and Wales because of tradi¬ 
tion there, but thev were not the 
onlv parte nf the United Kingdom 
under strain. 

He spoke as a convinced denriu- 
tionist for Scotland and Wales, but 
devolution was not the answer. 

We have the saldt to take a 
definite move along the path wo 
bare shown to every member of 
the Commonwealth which we hare 
given independence to and along 
the path token by every other 
nation in the free world. 

We need, in short, to develop a 
written constitution by which I 
mean a constitution which is con¬ 
trolled by law and definition and 
in which the temporary maloritv in 
the lower House Is not all-power¬ 
ful. 

There was a need to be decentra¬ 
lized, not merely by regional 
asse mblies, but by breaking up 
some of the great coatees of 
power. If dictatorship was the con¬ 
centration of power, freedom con¬ 
sisted in its diffusion. 

Since the union had been estab. 


Ushcd the country.had been one of 
tbe most successful political com¬ 
munities the world had ever seen. 
Five times since the Armada It had 
preserved tbe freedom or' Europe. 
The country had virtually in¬ 
vented, and certainly popularized, 
representative government. 

LORD MACKIE of BENSHrE 
(L) said that a centre of power was 
needed in Scotland to revitalize 
general feeling in the country. Tbe 
federal system was the right one. 
Devolution was a step towards it. 

He (fid not like tbe SNP appeal 
■to greed. Tbe slogan: “ Better a 
rich Scot than a poor Briton ” was 
an appalling one. Bat they were 
backrtl by a large number of 
people in Scotland who believed 
the SNP were an effective means 
of getting devolution.. . 

The EARL of MINT0, in a maid¬ 
en speech, .said the White Paper 
stated that the long-term cost of 
devolution in manpower and 
money could not be calculated 
exactly. However, it said that Scot¬ 
land migit have 1,000 extra civil 
servants and an extra annual run¬ 
ning cost of £1+hl 

In more normal times this figure 
might hare been accepted by the 
Scottish people, but in the present 
atmosphere of regionalization, 
which was synonymous with devo¬ 
lution, It was dreadful to think of 
tiie effect of the cost on the Scot¬ 
tish vote. 

LORD HUGHES (Lab) said that 
whatever divisions there might be 
in the Labour Party on devolution, 
there was no division on the sub¬ 
ject of the need for the essential 
integrity of the United Kingdom. 

LORD HOME of tile BIRSEL 
(C) said as a result of the debate' 
in tbe Commons and the reaction 
to it in the country, the Govern¬ 
ment would have to recast Impor¬ 
tant elements in the White Paper 
before rhey could bring forward a 
Bill which would command any¬ 
thing like general acceptance. 

He canid not remember a debate 
In the past 40 years on a great 
marter of this kind in which such a 
variety of views was held and in 
wbirh there was so much confusion 
of aim. 

The thoughtful Scotsman as!:ed 
for a more direct voice In Scottish 
legislation and that that legislation 
should be conducted un the sput- 
The sensible moderate Scotsman 
asked for nothing less. It was im¬ 
portant tbat both Houses uf Parlia¬ 
ment understood and asked for 
nothing more. 

The Scottish Nationalists had 
done a disservice to Scotland and 
the United Kingdom by insisting 
that each step towards devolution 
was an advance along rtie road to 
Independence from England. TTiev 
had made it virtually lmro<«ible to 
debate devolution rationally as an 
end in itself. 

He did not like the constitutional 
device of a referendum but if ibe 
confusion In (lie public mind per¬ 
sisted fur much lunger tbe Govern¬ 
ment would have to put the 
straight question in a referendum 
to the Scottish people: “ Do you 
wish to separate from England ? ■■ 

Because in local government 
Parliament had been guilty of par¬ 
ting the cait before the horse, be 
would give the assembly and the 
Secretary ot State the ta^k ot 
bringing sense into the pattern of 
local government in Scotland. 

North Sea nil had a limited life 
and he suspected that some of the 
revenue had already been mort¬ 
gaged. To allow the prospecz of 
shurt-term gain to influence think¬ 
ing on the future of Scottish 
Government was to sell Scotland's 
heritage fur a mess of porage. 

There were risks. The stake 
being played for was extremely 
high. It ud* no less than the in-' 
fluencc of the United Kingdom far 
and wide, not only in this country, 
but uverseas. He could imagine. 
what foreigners would think and 
how the Russians might laugb if 
the United Kingdom wore spilt into 
three. 

There are (he saidl risks, but we 
have a genius for political adapta¬ 
tion. We have now come to a 


point where it is a case or nothing 
ventured nothing gained, and we 
should venture but we should know 
at what we aim and exactly what 
we want tu do. 

LORD RELHAVEN and STEN- 
TON (Scot Not) said be was nut 
the mouthpiece of his party. The 
White Paper would make Scotland 
overgoverned. The regions must so 
before they became too 
entrenched. The tide of chief exec¬ 
utive was unfortunate. It sounded 
like big brother. 

LORD RHODES (Lab) said the 
only tiling he had against the Scots 
was that his wife thought be ought 
to have been one. (Laughter.) 

We are (be saidj short of pride 
and where it crops up we must 
treat it with respect. Where Wales 
and Scotland have pride we look 
not so much with envy, Jealousy or 
rancour, but with a kind of yearn¬ 
ing. 

LADY ELLIOT of HARWOOD

forming a plan for the assembly to 
go back to a single tier of local 
government which could be 
worked out in the light of experi¬ 
ence. The assembly should be 
responsible for all tbe internal 
affairs of Scotland, law and ordirr, 
local government, social services, 
education and agriculture. 

LORD KILBRANDON said he 
did not know whether the United 
Kingdom could survive in the, 
political sense but there was 
another sense in which it could and | 
woufd survive. Over the past 230 
years bonds- had been forged which 
he did not . see could ever be 
broken, things such as love, friend¬ 
ship^ . language, literature and 
morality- Those were, ail influences 
which were binding when political 
-and constitutional influences 
became obsolete and unacceptable. 

Whatever may be the outcome of 
-these present deliberations fhe 
said), whether it be devolution, 
federalism -or separatism. I am 
sure the United Kingdom in that 
sense will be here when my 
-children and grandchildren are 
dead and gone.

Way out of 
poverty 
must avoid 
means tests 

MR PETER BOTTOMLEY 
(Greenwich, Woolwich West, C) 
asked the Secretary of State for 
Social Services what was the 
number of families with children 
who were theoretically subject to a 
marginal tax rate of 75 per cent 
and over, bearing in mind loss of 
entitlement to Family Income Sup¬ 
plement, rent allowances, rate 
rebates and other means-tested 
benefits upon any increase in in¬ 
come. 

MR MEACHER, Under Secre¬ 
tary for Soda! Security (Olc&am, 
West, Lab)—In August, 1974, ihe 
latest date for which figures are 
available, tbe number of families 
with children which were theoreti¬ 
cally subject to a marginal tax rate 
of 75 per cent or over on a pay rise 
of £1 was about 200,000. This is 
about 3 per cent of such families. 

MR BOTTOMLEY—This is 
purely as a result of tbe Govern¬ 
ment's inability to rake on board 
the importance of the tax credit 
scheme and also the result of put¬ 
ting off tbe child benefit action for 
another four years.

Rights of workers expelled or 
excluded from trade unions 


MR PRIOR, chief Opposition 
spokesman on employment (Low¬ 
estoft, C) moved feat, pursuant to 
fee Parliament Acts 1911 and 1949, 
fee House suggested to the Lords 
two amendments to the Trade 
Union and Labour Relations 
(Amendment) BH1. 

The first amendment was to omit 
from Clause 1 (Repeals of fee 
principal Act) provision for tire 
repeal of section 5 (rights of 
workers as to arbitrary or unrea¬ 
sonable exclusion or expulsion 
from trade union) of tbe Trade 
Union and Labour Relations Act, 
1974. The second was that there 
should, be added to section 5 tbe 
provision feat anyone who believed 
he had been unfairly expelled from 
a union should first seek to resolve 
fee matter by using the internal 
procedures of the union, or, where 
appropriate, the TUC. 

He said that section 5 conferred 
on a worker a legal risht nor to be 
excluded from membership or 
expelled from a trade anion and 
gave him fee remedy of a swift and 
efficient recourse to 3n industrial 
tribunal. The present Bill sought to 
delete those rights and this was 
one of the Opposition's main 
objections to it. 

The House was in a sftuatioa 
where it was removing basic rights 
from the workers concerned and 
replacing them by a right to a 
committee set up by the TUC to 
look at cases which would come in 
front of it. 

The Opposition accepted feat tbe 
number of cases likely to come in 
front of the committee, if that was 


what It was to be, or the tribunal 
as it should be, would be few. But 
this issue concerned a person's 
livelihood.

The TUC was willing to set up an 
independent review committee 
with a legally qualified chairman 
to consider exclusion and expul¬ 
sion complaints and recognized 
that this was a legitimate point for 
concern. 

In closed shop situations there 
had to be some protection and fee 
Government looked for fee protec¬ 
tion most likely to succeed.

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France tightens screw on tax 
evaders despite protests

Paris, Jan 27 

The Government is to step' 
up irs campaign against tax 
evasion both by companies and 
individuals, in spite of growing' 
protests, - especially from 
employers. . 

French authorities realize 
that President Giscard d’Esta- 
ing’s promise to promote.social 
justice wUl lack force if many 
groups are seen to be.escaping 
tax. They are therefore deter¬ 
mined - to press ahead, with 
capital gains tax, in spite of its 
unpopularity. 

-_M Jean-Pierre Four cade, the 
Finan ce Minister, said" yester¬ 
day that in the past year 
47,000 farms load been sub¬ 
jected to fiscai controls, and 
6 ,000m francs, .(about £660m) 
in unpaid taxes (excluding 
penalties) bad been recovered; 
by the state. Similarly,- scrutiny 
of about 12,000 individual tax¬ 
payers had yielded SQOm 
francs. Controls carried .out 
purely oh the basis of official 
returns had produced a further

China wants 
to discuss 
trade pact 
with EEC

Brussels, Jan 27 

China has indicated that it 
intends to send an official dele¬ 
gation to Brussels in the next 
few months to open preliminary 
calks on a trade agreement with 

the EEC, sources close to the 
European Commission dis¬ 
closed today. 

This is a logical next step in 
the development of Sino-EEC 
relations. China became the 
first state-trading country 
(apart from Yugoslavia) to re¬ 
cognize the Community 
September when Mr Li Lien-pi 
was accredited as Peking’s am¬ 
bassador to the EEC. 

The Chinese expressed inter¬ 
est in a trade agreement when 
Sir Christopher Soames, the 
commissioner for External 
Affairs, visited Peking last May. 
Since then there have been fur 
ther contacts between EEC 
officials and members of the 
Chinese mission in Brussels. 

Chinese interest in a trade 
agreement is seen in Brussels 
as more political than economic, 
reflecting Peking’s view- of the 
EEC as a strategic intermediate 
zone of industrial capitalist 
states seeking their independ¬ 
ence from the “ hegemony ” of 
the two superpowers. 

China’s assiduous cultivation 
of relations with the EEC is in 
.marked contrast to the Soviei 
Union’s reluctance even to re¬ 
cognize the existence of the 
Community, an attitude which 
has . bedevilled relations be¬ 
tween the EEC and Jjomecon, 
the Soviet-dominated Hast Euro¬ 
pean economic block. 

The first exploratory contacts 
between the EEC and Comecon 
took place in Moscow nearly a 
year ago. An invitation to 
Comeaon to continue the dis¬ 
cussions in Brussels has never 
been taken up-,- though there 
are some signs that a -reply 
may at last be in' preparation. 

Romania, is so far the only 
Comecon'country to have shown 
dear interest in a trade agree¬ 
ment with the EEC as a whole, 
and bos already agreed to enter 
into- negotiations on a. textile 
accord with the Community. 

The agreement envisaged by 
the EEC with China would in¬ 
clude-a “ most favoured nation ” 
clause and provide for the'pro¬ 
gressive removal, of remaining 
barriers to trade. The Chinese, 
however, : -e not interested in 
industrial cooperation 

According to figures supplied 
by the European Commission. 
China at the end of 1973 
accounted for less than 1 per 
cent of the EEC’s total trade. 
The Community, on the other 
hand, was China’s third largest 
trading partner.

Foreign Ministry praised the 
American decision invalidating 
the resolution as “an important 
co nt ribution to the importance 
of stability in our region M and 
predicted it would advance 
peace efforts. The resolution 
would have irreparably under¬ 
mined the only agreed basic 
for any peace settlement, as 
expressed in previous resolu¬ 
tions 242 and 3 

, The : . foreign Ministry 
“noted” that Britain, Italy 
and ;Sweden had refused to 
support foe abortive resolu¬ 
tion, but expressed regret that 
foe “destructive Arab move? 
had been 'backed by France, 
Japan, Panama and Romania, 
all countries friendly to IsraeL 

The call for foe reconvening 
of foe Geneva -conference on' 
the original terms would mean 
-the exclusion of foe FLO, 
which since the adjournment 
of die proceedings at Geneva 
has been chosen by the Arab 
states as sole representatives 
of die' Palestinians and has 
been given recognition by foe 
United Nations. 

There are private fears in 
Jerusalem, that in spite of its 
veto foe United States will 
redouble its efforts to per¬ 
suade Israel to modify its refu¬ 
sal to talk with foe PLO. The 
American delegate's speech 


explaining the veto seemed to 

be seeking to mol lily foe 
Arabs by conceding that views 
expressed in foe debate had 
widened foe United States 
view of foe problem and could 
help foe search for peace. This 
sounded like a tribute to Arab 
moderation which finds 
echo in Jerusalem. 

Cairo, Jan 27.—A senior 
Egyptian Government official 
said today that the United 
States position on the Palestin¬ 
ian issue bad become ** not 
only isolated but also unten¬ 
able”. In foe same breath, foe 
official blamed “ theatrical ” 
overbidding by Syria and the 
PLO for foe failure of foe 
Security Council to 3ct on the 
Middle East crisis yesterday. 

The official, who preferred 
to be anonymous, said this 
time the United. States “ is 
isolated from Western Europe 
because Italy, Sweden, France 
and Britain, regardless of the 
way they voted, put on record 
during foe debate foeir sup¬ 
port of Palestinian national 
rights”. 

In a clear reference to 
Syrian and PLO tactics at the 
Security Council debate, foe 
official said: “The Arabs 
should learn that effective and 
wise steps constitute the best 
policy they can adopt. Those of 
them who propose more thea¬ 
trical steps tend to hand tbe 
Israelis an-apparent success." 

Egypt would continue to fol¬ 
low a line of “ persistent end 
reasonable political escalation” 
in search erf a settlement, with 
Palestinian participation. 

One somce close to foe 
Government said: “We know 
why foe United States used foe 
veto and we were not taken by 
surprise but we regret it." The 
veto was brought on by Syrian- 
PLO efforts “to put too much 
into one measure at foe wrong 
tune”.—UPL

anti-MPLA movements

Lusaka, Jan 27 

Renewed fighting broke out 
early today between foe two 
allied anti-communist move¬ 
ments in Angola, the FNLA and 
Unira. Once again foe _ battle¬ 
ground was tbe outskirts of 
Huambo (Nova Lisboa) the two 
movements' joint capital. Mor¬ 
tars and machine guns were 
used. . 

The fighting almost certainly 
marks foe end of their alliance. 
It has been an uneasy pact since 
they combined last August to 
fignt foe communist-backed 
MPLA and there have been 
periodic outbreaks of fighting 
between foe two, including a 
two-day battle in and around 
Huambo which ended on Christ¬ 
mas Day with at least 60 dead. 

After that battle the FNLA 
moved foeir forces out of the 
town and there has since been 
an uneasy peace. 

However, there has been 
growing resentment within 
Unka in foe past few days be¬ 
cause the FNLA forces pulled 
out of the coastal town of Novo 
Redondo without a fight when 
the MPLA launched an attack. 
Unita forces were moved in 


and the movement still disputes 
foe MPLA claim that foe town 
has been taken. 

This means that Unita no 
longer have any faith in foe 
FNLA forces in the southern 
half of Angola: and as the 
FNLA has been largely annihi¬ 
lated in the north oy foe Rus¬ 
sian and Cub an-backed MPLA. 
it seems unlikely that it will 
take any significant part in foe 
dvfl war in future. 

There seems to be no truth 
in speculation by journalists 
leaving Huambo as the fighting 
broke out, that foe MPLA had 
got -within striking distance of 
foe city. LogisticaDy it would 
seem most unlikely that foe 
MPLA forces could have 
traversed foe 100 miles between 
foe mid-Angolan town of Ceta, 
from which Unita made a tacti¬ 
cal withdrawal last week, in suf¬ 
ficient strength to attack 
Huambo.

Luanda launches attack on Reuters

Luanda, Jan 27 
The Leftist Popular Move¬ 
ment (MPLA) appears to have 
added Reuters news agency to 
its rogues’ gallery of people 
and organizations which It loves 
to hate. The agency has now 
been placed in foe same com¬ 
pany as foe leaders of foe two 
rival nationalist movements, 
Mr Holden Roberto (FNLA) 
and Dr Jonas Savimbi (Unita), 
as well as President Mobutu of 
Zaire and Mr John Vorster, foe 
Prime Minister of Soufo 
Africa. 

Reuters’ misdemeanour, it 
seems, has been to report foal 
Soufo Africa was withdrawing 
its troops from foe Angolan 
war. This is denied by the offi* 
aally-contro H ied press mid radio 
here. Tbe Soufo Africans are 
not withdrawing, but are 
retreating in foe face of foe 
advance by foe “glorious 
FAPLA”—the MPLA Army. 
Today foe morning news¬ 


paper Jomol de Angola said 
that Reuters was continuing to 
report South Africa’s “pseudo- 
withdrawal”. Because of tins 
foe paper had decided to des¬ 
cribe foe agency’s “Ee M as a 
“Reuterada”—a play on the 
Portuguese word for with¬ 
drawal (retirada). 

It went on to describe foe 
agency as “the god-daughter 
of Vorster, the daughter of 
Kissinger and foe cousin of 
Holden, Savimbi, Chipenda and 
Mobutu”—a disparate set of 
relations for anyone to have. 

Reuters correspondent is 
Luanda was asked to leave foe 
country at foe end of last year 
and foe agency no longer has 
a representative here. Its 
Johannesburg office monitors 
Luanda radio while Lusaka 
correspondent, Mr Fred Bridg- 
land (denounced in Saturday’s 
paper as being pro-Unita), has

Ex-politician confirmed by 
Senate as CIA director 


Washington, Jan 27.—The 
Senate today confirmed Mr 
George Bush as director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency by 
64 votes to 27, with one member 
abstaining. He will succeed Mr 
William Colby. 

Members opposed to Mr 
Bush's appointment _ objected 
because of his political back¬ 
ground, arguing that the agency 
needed a non-political leader 
Mr Bush was chairman of foe 
Republican Party national com¬ 
mittee during President Nixon's 
Administration and served as a 
member of Congress from 
Texas. He was head of tbe 
United States liaison mission in 
Peking when named by Presi¬ 
dent Ford for the CIA post. 

The Senate is usually reluct¬ 


ant to vote against presidential 
nominees, believing that the 
President should be allowed to 
pick his own men. 

Although no one questioned 
foe ability of Mr Bush, oppon¬ 
ents argued that foe CIA 
needed a man who would 
present national intelligence in¬ 
formation dispassionately and 
without bowing to political 
pressures. 

Of the eight men who have 
headed the CIA since its estab- 
Hshmeot in 1947, three have 
come from the military, two 
from within the agency and 
three from private or civil 
service careers. Mr Bush will 
be the first former politician to 
direct the agency.—Reuter and

Under cover of foe civil war, 
gunmen have stripped and 
burned foe main Beirut branch 
of foe British Bank of the 
Middle East; blasting open the 
treasury and safety deposit 
strongrooms, emptying both- 
They made off with cash, 
cheques and an inestimable 
nmnimr, of valuables in about 
500. safety deposit boxes, leav¬ 
ing the-bank's £1.2m offices a 
ruin. 

The. attack on foe British 
bank, which is in foe heart of 
the contested “Wall Street" 
district, was one of foe worst 
of its kind in a war that has 
left thousands of shops, busi¬ 
nesses and.factories devastated. 
An initial estimate of foe losses 
suffered by the bank is £2-2m, 
but foe final figure could be 
much higher. 

It was known that foe bank, 
was hit in foe pre-ceasefire, 
spree of looting and destruction 
last Thursday, but foe dynamit¬ 
ing of foe strongrooms was only 
discovered when Mr J. C. Kelly, 
foe ma n a g er, inspected foe- 
premises. 

The two strongrooms were in 
the basement of foe six-year-old 
offices and were constructed 
one cm top of foe other.

ANC wants Mr Todd free 
to join Rhodesia talks

Mr Joshua Nkomo, leader of 
the internal wing of the" Afri¬ 
can National Council (ANC) 
said today he wanted Mr Gar¬ 
field Todd, the foftner Rhodes¬ 
ian Prime Minister, released to 
join foe ANC team in foe con¬ 
stitutional talks with Mr ban 
Smith’s Government. 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence in Salisbury, Mr Nkomo 
said that Mr Arthur Cha-dzingwa 
and Mr John Cbirisa, black 
nationalist detainees released 
this morning, would join foe 
team. Their release was part of 
the ANC’s programme of “ quiet 
diplomacy”. The two men and 
Mr Todd ware wanted for a par¬ 
ticular reason. 

“We have at last got foe two 
but we have not got Mr Todd.” 
Mr Nkomo said. “We have 
negotiators,. advisers and con¬ 
sultants and they wifi be within 
Hongkong and Shanghai group. 

'Mr Nkomo said the ANC pro¬ 
gramme to obtain the release of 
detainees had been successful 
to a certain degree. 

He emphasized that although 
he was not making foe release 
of detainees a condition in the 
talks, he believed it was essen¬ 


tial if an eventful settlement 
was to be achieved. AfIC 
officials said they knew there 
were more than 550 political 
prisoners in Rhodesia. 

Mr Chadringwa, who had 
been detained- since February, 
1973, and Mr Chirisa, held since 
July of that year, were officials 
of the old ANC but are now 
strongly linked with the Nkomo 
group. 

Asked if Mr Todd would be 
released, Mr Nkomo said: 
“Chirisa was in detention this 
morning. That’s how foe wheel 
moves. 

Mr Todd, aged 67, who has 
been restricted to his ranch 
at Shabani in foe r Rhodesian 
midlands for foe last four years, 
is forbidden to communicate 
with foe outside world. But Mrs 
Grace Todd, his wife, told me 
by telephone tonight that she 
was delighted at -the pressure 
that was b ui lding up around 
foe world to have the detention 
order lifted. She said her hus¬ 
band was in fi ne health.

In foe Senate leadership vote, 
Mr ■ Kenneth Wriedt, of foe 
right wing, was reelected with 
a majority of 3 votes over Mr 
James McLeQand. 


.The extent of Mr Whitlam's 
triumph was underlined by the 
facr that be gained an absolute 
majority on the first ballot. At 
the same time, foe caucus also 
presented him with a possible 
future problem by' deciding to 
review the leadership every 18 
months. 

Mr Malcolm Fraser, the Prime 
Minister, has come under lively 
criticism since his announce¬ 
ment that Australia will retain 
both the old British honours 
system, abolished by Labour, 
and foe new Australian system 
initiated by Labour. 

The Australia Day honours 
announced early this week were 
awarded on foe new system. 

The main difference between

Yugoslavia will stage final 
rounds if they beat Wales 


Marbella, Jan 27.—Yugoslavia 
were provisionally chosen here 
today to stage tbe semi-final 
round and filial of the 1973-76 
European championship. Tbe pro¬ 
viso is that the Yugoslavs reach 
die semi-finals. 

Otherwise tbe matches will be 
held in West Germany, with the 
same provision about qualification 
for file semi-final, with Belgium 
and then the Netherlands in 
reserve. The senti-finals are ten¬ 
tatively scheduled for June 16 in 
Belgrade and Zagreb, with the 
final in Belgrade oo June 20. 

In the home-and-away quarter¬ 
finals to be played on April 24 or 
25 and May 22 or 23, Yugoslavia 
meet Wales, West Germany play 
Spain, Netherlands meet Be l giu m 
and Czechoslovakia play the Soviet 
Union. 

The executive committee of tbe 
European Football Union (UEFA) 
also announced that only dabs 
who have reached the semi-finals 
of one of the three European 
competitions In the past five years 
would be seeded in those compe- 
tfons in fixture. Previously, chibs 


from countries whose national 
tides reached the semi-finals in 
the last European or World Cup 
qualified for a seeding in the 
draw. 

The rule comes into effect from 
the beginning or next season. 

The committee also set up a 
study group to investigate tbe 
question of players wearing kit 
carrying brand names for advertis¬ 
ing purposes in European compe¬ 
titions. A decision on am applica¬ 
tion from tbe Israeli Football 
Federation to join UEFA has been 
postponed .—Reiser.

One can under¬ 
stand why.' • The organizers of foe 
Aviemore’s world championships

When Geneva’s judges skated on thin ici

An article oh these pages last 
week, about a curiosity in foe 
pladngs to foe European figure 
skating championships at Geneva, 
has brought forth a reply from 
a Mr S. C. Richardson, from the 
imposing address of foe Depart¬ 
ment of Blomafoematics at Oxford 

University. 

The article questioned the fair*' 
ness of placing a British couple 
(Thompson and Maxwell) eighth 
in' foe final of foe dance champion¬ 
ship behind an Italian couple 
(sixth) and a . Polish couple 
(seventh) when the order, in both 
dements of. the competition, com*' 
pulsory and free, was . Britain, 
Italy and Poland,. Common fair¬ 
ness, it seemed to me, among 
others, demanded that foe British 
couple should have had sixth place 
overall. Mr Richardson argues 
that the method used to skating, 
" unusual though It may be, at' 
least has the.virtue of aiming to 
adopt the majority opinion and to 
reach this on foe bases of ranks 
[his italics] assigned‘by lodges-to 
competitors, which any statistician 
would agree is ft desirable proce¬ 
dure when marks are allotted sub¬ 
jectively, measured only- on an- 
ordinal scale. ’ These marks are 
different to ktod> say. from foe 
time recorded by a runner, which 
may be regarded as an objective 
measure of p erforman ce and. hence 
a suitable variable for deciding 
positions. A • scoring system 
attempting to rue only total marks. 


or even place marks, is illogical 
and also produces glaring anoma¬ 
lies quite easily. For example; X 
could.be placed first by.a.majority 
of judges yet still be beaten by 
Y overall—indeed the winner need 
not be placed first by any judge.” 

I did not, in my article, neces¬ 
sarily dissent from foe majority 
opinion method (though, if pushed 
I would be prepared to turn 
devil’s advocate and claim that, 
say, four first: places and five 
second ipfaces represent, a more 
impressive performance than five 
first places and four tenth places). 
The essence of my argument was 
that there was a glaring anomaly, 
to use Mr Richardson's phrase, in' 
the collation of two separate sec-, 
tions ..of a competition when a 
couple who finish .In front of two. 
Other couples -both, times are 
finally placed behind them. 

It is on this aspect of the sub¬ 
ject that "Mr Richardson playi into 
my lands in his second paragraph. 
He likens my thtokiiig to “ saying 
that if England lead Australia , on 
first innings and eventually lose 
they can claim a draw for’having 
1 won * half foe match But if 
the cricket analogy is apt, -as 1' 
am onljr- too ready to'believe It far 
how is It foat die side who have 
won both Innings can possibly be 
judged to have Tost die march?

it’s almost easy to under¬ 
stand most people’s incredulity 
when -confronted with-an appar¬ 
ently sane person supporting 
comprehensive schools, and easy 
to understand parents’ reail 
anxieties and confusion as to 
what these-schools are about. 
It's an indication of the degree 
to which education is now re¬ 
cognized as a crucial social 
factor in terms of life chances. 
Ir is also a sign of higher par¬ 
ental expectations and an aspect 
of consumerism ” whereby 
schools, like the Health Service 
or local government, are in¬ 
creasingly scrutinized by their 
users. Our entire social climate 
has radically altered, particu¬ 
larly in the decline of deference 
to established institutions. 

It is also true that in this 
changed social context, it is the 
more innovatory developments 
which are exposed to somewhat 
merciless criticism and exam¬ 
ination. This is not altogether 
unreasonable, as any change as 
a matter, of course, should be 
evaluated so that bad elements 
can be weeded .out* and 
strengths built upon. However, 
the current . critical frenzy 
directed at comprehensive 
schools is, I believe, quite 
falsely based. We hear that 
they produce “ sullen, apathetic, 
coarse-Ianguaged youngsters * 
and “ heayy-eyed, cynical, 
harassed members of staff”. 
These subjective impressions 
(in 1 The Times Educational 
Supplement on October 31 last 
year) can easily be countered 
by other subjective impressions 
showing the opposite. 

However, it is true that in all 
types of secondary schools; 
grammar, direct grant or com¬ 
prehensive, experiences of 
either variety can be cited. 
More pertinent are tire more 
fundamental reasons for many 
of "us working hard to achieve 
a fuDv comprehensive system of

The Education. Act of 1944 
had as one of its slogans “ Sec¬ 
ondary Education for All". At 
the time, a tripartite system of 
grammar schools, technical and 
secondary modern schools was 
established as the best means 
of achieving this overall aim. 
I. am one of those who bene¬ 
fited from this structure, hav¬ 
ing passed die eleven-plus and 
haring enjoyed a secure* but 
I limited, grammar school educa¬ 
tion. 

During the 1950s and 1960s 
the education service began to 


recegmVe-the-serious disadvan¬ 
tages of the divided secondary 
school system. Clearly, the 
selection system at 11 was both 
unreliable and unjust. The vast 
majority of children who failed 
the eleven-plus had parents who, 
as incomes and social expecta¬ 
tions rose, were not prepared 
to accept such callow proce¬ 
dures being applied to their 
children. 

The national economy in¬ 
creasingly required, and still 
does, a large number of well- 
educated, confident and compe¬ 
tent young people. To indulce 
in .social engineering .at 11 fails 
to fulfil such economic and 
social needs. This is, 1 believe, 
more true now than ever be¬ 
fore. Schools are told that 
young workers require more 
basic skills than previously, 
and that adaptability is needed 
as most people’s jobs . will 
change in their lifetime. Yet 
even now we spend £232 on 
each child under 16 years of 
age as opposed to £3G2 in the 
over 16 age group and £1.000, 
and more, on the 18 plus group 
—-and we are supposed to be 
serious about popular educa¬ 
tion for_aII young people, most 
of whom leave school at 16. 

. Some 1 of us have now estab¬ 
lished PRISE, Programme for 
Reform in. Secondary Educa¬ 
tion. We are avowed “ compre¬ 
hend vis ts” but qualify our 
commitment by recognizing that 
there is a lot of serious work 
to be doue. before the majority 
of parents and children can be 
assured that a decent education 
is forthcoming. 

Just as. there have always 
been good and-bad direct grant 
and grammar schools, so there 
are now good and bad compre¬ 
hensive. .schools— Many have 
merely extended .tbe m-partke 
system and. seem to heGeve that 
if all children arc under the 
same roof then the rosy glow 
of egalitarianism will prevail. 
Not surprisingly a sense ' of 
despair develops, especially 
with regard to the “lesson re¬ 
sisters” and ,tbe anti-social. 
There fs little, recognition that 
the darker sides 'of such schools 
res ult fr om an -inadequate edu¬ 


cational strategy which simply 
re-affirms the worst aspects of 
a former system based more 
on rejection than on positive 
' selection. 

What, then, should we find 
in a good comprehensive 
school ? Apart from more able 
and academically ambitious 
children acquiring the same 
success at ‘0’ and ‘A* level 
as they would have done in a 
grammar school, there is, or 
should be, much more for 
everyone. The experience of 
many of us, including success¬ 
ful graduate teachers from 
grammar schools, .bos been 
that the challenges implicit in 
teaching across the whole 
ability range can produce quite- 
dramatic improvements in our 
teaching. Such .improvements 
occur in both method and con¬ 
tent. 

Particularly in mixed ability 
groups the teacher at first 
struggles in trying to teach in 
the old way, assuming that 
there must be a single unitary 
aim. for all. . Gradually we are 
forced to explore the differen¬ 
ces between children, as well 
as their similarities, and we in¬ 
creasingly deploy a greater 
variety, of more refined teach¬ 
ing strategies. The range of 
personal talents found in any 
group of 28 or -30 children is 
considerable, and" the good 
teacher exploits - tins. In Geo¬

so-called homogeneous, or 
streamed, class rarely does. . 
Certainly, a sensible balance 1 - 
between the requirements of a 
common curriculum and per* ~ 
haps, the more idiosyncratic - 
but important interests of - 
children must be considered,' 
but it is .interesting that, to - 
many of us, the proposed Boy- 
son national curriculum 
amounts to a serious “ levelling' " 
down”. 

The second advantage of the 
mixed-ability comprehensive 
structure is - the development 
of a collaborative sharing and 
experience of talent.

only for comprehensive school , 
teachers, but also for parents, 
school governors mid admini- . • 
strators.

T 
do not" know whether paediatricians are 
any less culpable in this respect than.those 
caring for "adult patients but if they were 
I would believe it to be the result or need¬ 
ing to talk at two levels, so that both' the 
patient and foe parents know what is 
[ going on. 

Talkingjwitk children is. so more diffi- 
|-cnlt than talking with adults, though it. 
can be. embarrassing to those who are not 
used to children and therefore feel ill at 
ease with them. There must be .many, 
adults wbo - can remember a childhood 
experience of 'a friendly but ill-at-ease 
adult tafldne down to them and causing 
them to .bnisb. Since _ childhood is a 
matter .of age a child is able to listen 
without embarrassment to any subject,' the 
only proviso being that the conversation 
is pitched at his level of runderstandine. 
Children can understand the. most compli¬ 
cated of subjects, especially if foe talk is 
illustrated with simple diagrams.. 

Every-doctor dealing with children is 
commonly faced bv the" child with .recur¬ 
rent abdominal pains which are a reflec¬ 
tion of his temperament and ^ feelings 
rather than due to acute appendicitis. It 
is no problem to get" across _ to such a 
child how intestinal peristalsis is increased ~ 
by anxiety. The ,e workings of the tummy ” 
can be illustrated simply with diagrams of 
the-stomach and intestine so that, the 
child soon understands' what happens to 

the food he' eats and why he sometimes 
feels it being moved along inside him.. 

It is common for a child to.be admitted 
to hospital for an operation for an 
undescended testicle, but I am concerned 
that a number of children do not -know 
what is going to happen to them and have 
fearful imagination of what might be 
planned for them. It is an easy matter to, 
draw what is wrong and to show how an 
operation wflJ put it right 
A child’s question sometimes leads a 
parent to cover his embarrassment or 
ignorance by foe reply “ you’re too young 
to -understand ” or-“Fll-tell- you later”. 
But if a child, is old enough ro ask foe 

S nestions he is old enough to he'given 
ie answer. 

Telling foe child a lie is disastrous. It 
is much more, complicated than foe truth 
and -is .bound to lead to later problems 
wfaen he finds out foe -truth. , -Some 
parents (and doctors) are unable to say 
that they do not know.foe answer. In 
the ease of doctors l think it often- goes- 
back .to theit .training.since it is more 
likely to occur in those who were fought - 
by ;people who .never, admitted ignorance. 
In-practice, teaching medical students is 
a situation in whim one often has ‘to • 


asking, my junior staff to give me foe 
answers; ■ 

It.-was"Samuel" Johnson 1 who wrote that, 
knowledge is of two sorts—knowing and 
knowing where to find it. The child who 
stumps his parent with' a question could 
be greatly helped by going to the library 
with the parent in order to find out the 
•• -answer.- - This-imght well, introduce him. 
to an understanding of foe'Value of books 
and libraries. 

If a parent fobs off his child’s question, 
it is likely that foe child will seek an 
answer from a schoolfriend which is 
much less likely to be accurate. This is 
particularly so in questions relating to 
sex. -Here foe .commonest error is to 
answer the child too fully. Those parents 
who--fincMrt difficult to discuss sex with 
_.>foeir jtftild are liable to try to get it all 
over in'..one conversation, almost as 
though they are trying to avoid ever hav¬ 
ing to face it again. 

It is essential only to answer foe spe¬ 
cific questions put by foe child. ■ This 
ensures that the conversation is geared 
to his level of comprehension. In foe 
case :-of. sex, -a child’s, first -question is 
_ likely, to be..“Where- -do babies come 
from?”. The ..answer is “Mummy’s 
tammy” and xiot a complicated disserta¬ 
tion on sexual intercourse. He may follow 
this with-asking how the baby gets but or 
he may leave the subject for a matter of 

months before asking more. 

..The-first-time-foe child asks about foe 
father’s roie. it is usually sufficient to 
tell him that foe father gives foe mother 
a seed without a mechanical explanation 
until it is asked for. After learning the 
full explanation, probably most children ■ 
go through foe .phase of imagining that 
"having’three babies means-set three times 
in all! 

Some children go through a phase of 
.believing..two . versions about sex. A 
small child may seem to understand bow 
his baby sister arrived but then announce • 
that bis father went to the station to'Bet 
■her.; Possibly, this is because the correct 
version is too embarrassing'or too funny 
or . It may simply be that he has forgotten 
it 

As older child may find it impossible 
to accept completely that his parents 
made love to get him, especially if the 
way he bas learnt this fact makes him 
feel it to be vulgar. Recently 'a 'very 
disturbed 11-year-old girl who was 
frightened of puberty told me that she 
couldn’t believe her parents would do that 
sort of thing. 

Questions about sex wQl come easily to 
the-child who- has had all his previous 
questions -answered. To him they will 
not seem any. different' from his other 
questions unless they result in parental 
embarrassment He will be acutely- sensi- 
nre to this reaction and will probably stop 
asking such questions. Lack of questions, 


therefore,: usually indicates suppression of . 
that particular area of enquiry. 

Explanations about foe physical changes 
at puberty should include what is happen- ' 
ing, to foe opposite sex as well- Boys, will ; 
therefore be told about periods ana girls . 
about wet dreams. By this means a girl' 
will come to understand the more urgent 
sexual release of foe male which will help - 

- her in her future relationships. ' ~ 

Masturbation should not be difficult 
to explain since a child-soon learns that 
some parts of'his body give him-greater, 
pleasure ..than others when he touches . - 

- them. . - - 

Parental: explanations should also. . 
include perversions. This not only anus 
the child against molesters and. exhibition-; 
ists but; if put across humanely rather 
. than alarmingly, can help foe child to be 
more tolerant of deviants. Children arc . 
likely to experiment, and I do not believe" 
this information will increase foe tikeli- . 
hood. 

The teaching of sex at school should... 
complement-that which is being given by ' 
parents. It reduces foe risks of ignor¬ 
ance and of vivid and inaccurate infor¬ 
mation being passed from one child tn 
-another. Parents who are alarmed at foe.' 
thought of sexual education at school 
have usnaljy had alarming experiences as - 
children. They may be 'frightened that, 
this education will lead to sexual experi¬ 
mentation whereas this* actually results 

more from ignorance. Edo cation at school' 

should include far more teaching about- 
anatomy, physiology and psychology. This " 
is education for parenthood in its widest 
sense. I am perpetually amazed by foe 
ignorance of adults in these matters. 

Hospitals can help by helping child, 
patients to prepare projects about their 
illnesses or operations to present to then- 
class when they return to school. This - 
is ope more area in which teachers.and*• 
doctors, can collaborate. 

In a recent article I described how a ; 
young boy with diabetes was being helped ' 
« prepare his project about his illness bv ' ' 
-our ward teacher. He had diagrams to ' ' 
illustrate the pancreas and.foe action of - 
uisulm and was to test his urine in class - 
and then to inject himself. Sadly this xvas ' 
too much for his school teacher who 
banned this valuable learning experience. '

Thrace against time: Putting 
the record straight 



Horace ban had a bad press, 

' on _ the whole, over the cen¬ 
turies. Herodotus clearly re¬ 
garded it as Ultima Thule and. 
the inhabitants as barbarians 
(he added that you could not 
get. beyond it as the farther 
reaches were infested by bees), 
and. his view seems to have 
been the general one. Orpheus 
came from Thrace, and Odys¬ 
seus stopped there on the way 
home, and was presented with 
some wine so strong that it 
could be repeatedly diluted 
without impairing the flavour 
which suggests that it must 
have been retsina, because you 
could dilute that filth with a 
nuxture of methylated spirit and 
high octane aviation fuel with¬ 
out disguising the dreadful 
taste. And that is about all 
I have known about Thrace 
until now. 

But now I have been to. the 
British Museum to see the 
exhibition oE Thracian antiqui¬ 
ties, and an amazing experi¬ 
ence it has been. (Two expe¬ 
riences,- actually, as one visit 
was not enough, so Z went 
bade the next day.! Herodotus 
was wrong. Indeed, he could 
hardly have been more wrong, 
for the Thracian treasures, 
even from the period before 
the Greek influence began to 


ess, beauty and sopbisti- 
ij how the Thracians got 
their reputation as the coun¬ 
try bumpkins of antiquity I 
cannot imagine. 

The comparison that springs 
to mind is with the Tucan- 
khamun exhibition, though 
(so far. at any rate) the 
queues, by the mercy of God, 
are not what they were on 
that occasion. But the cata¬ 
logue (exceptionally hand¬ 
some, efficient and practical) 
starts memory salivating by

and one front paw gesturing 
like a politician making a 
speech; it raised- an instant 
smile, so innocent and charm¬ 
ing was-it, but the smile was as 
rapidly displaced by the reali¬ 
zation that we had no means of 
telling what the lion’s contem¬ 
poraries felt when they saw it, 
and no right to assume that 
they shared our anthropomor¬ 
phic view of it. For all I 
knew, it might have inspired 
awe, terror, worship or outrage, 
and those who gazed on it when 
it was newly fashioned 


cover, of an illustration so 
strongly reminiscent of the 
great gold lapis-lazuli mask 
that dosed the Egyptian show 
that it is positively spooky. 
It is a preare, found in a tomb 
of the late fourth century BC,' 
in the form of a woman; the 
face would have covered the 
knee-cap. The object is not 
only feminine, however, but 
shaped like a sarcophagus,, 
and on top of that It has a 
headdress extraordinarily simi¬ 
lar to some of those among 
the Egymian antiquities, and 
on top of that one side of the 
face is composed of alternating 
stripes of gold and silver, 
making it even more like the 
Tutankhamun mask than you 
would think possible. 

There are other points of 
comparison, too, chief among 
them being the emphasis on 
death. (Herodotus was amazed 
by the Thracian custom of 
rejoicing at death and accom¬ 
panying a funeral with joyous 
celebrations.) Of coarse, many 
of the objects in the exhibition ' 
were found in tombs, and thus 
must have had' some ritual 
purpose connected with burial, 
but even so there is a remark¬ 
able similarity between the 
attitudes of the two civiliza¬ 
tions, both of which believed 
that the dead had to be 
accompanied on their journey 
into the afterworld. 

At that point, however, the 
attitudes sharply diverge. I 
remember clearly, from Tutan¬ 
khamun, the strength of the 
feeling that I was m the pre¬ 
sence of a world utterly un¬ 
reachable by any effort of the 
imagination, so remote from the 
present day were the attitudes 
that informed it. There was a 
little alabaster jar, for in¬ 
stance, in the shape of a lion 
standing on one hind leg with 


“ Aaaah, how sweet l" quite 
in comprehensible. 

This unease I felt much 
more strongly when before the 
funerary images . themselves. 
For that frown and wrinkled lip 
and sneer of cold command told 
that the sculptor well those pas¬ 
sions read; but to what those 
passions might be I could not 
discern the slightest clue; the 
attitudes of the civilization of 
which Tutankhamun was a part 
—and not only the attitudes but 
the inorcs, organization, rela¬ 
tionships—had utterly vanished, 
and could not be recalled. 

And what is so particularly 
fascinating about the Thracian 
collection—it is enormous, inci- 
dentaHy, containing all but 600 
items—is that although the 
world here conjured up is —£1 
any rate the earlier strata—as 
remote in time as that of 
Tutankhamun, it is never the 
less wonderfuUv accessible. 
These people, we feel, were 
Europeans, and though they 
may have worshipped strange 
gods, and eaten strange fruits,- 
aod fallowed ■ strange leaders, 
and known nothing of .plastic 
flowers; sliced Wonderloaf, nod¬ 
ding dogs, Muzak or Colonel 
Seifert, they were men like us; 
if you .pricked them, they would 
bleed, if you poisoned them, 
they would die, and—the most 
searching test of all—if you 
told them a joke, they would 
laugh. 

So, at any rate, I could not 
Iirip footing as I mode the tour 
of the Thracian riches. Most 
of the comment so far has con¬ 
centrated on the goto, and 
understandably. There is a 
group of drinking vessels and 
pitcher that take the breath 
away with their delicate yet 
vigorous beauty, and a libation- 
dish with fire concentric circles 
of decoration embossed on it— 
the innermost of acorns, the

—and a tiny jug with a “ knot ” 
handle decorated with a group 
of charioteers; these things 
are equal to anything found at 
Mycenae; not excluding the Cup 
of Nestor itself. The silver, too, 
is gorgeous almost beyond com¬ 
pare ; a massive amphora with 
handles in the form of snarling 
lions, - a little jug with a 
Dkmysiac celebration repre¬ 
sented on seme elegant 
drinking-horns ending in horses’ 
heads. 

In addition, I was struck by 


helmeted mask with a strongly 
Mongolian cast (you could 
easily miss this, incidentally. 
If you follow the otherwise ex¬ 
cellent layout of the showcases, 
for it is on its own in one of 
the two unnumbered vitrinesl, 
a fascinating pair of golden 
earrings, and a golden bowl so 
enormous you could bath the' 
baby in it. 

But the two items before 
which I lingered the longest, 
and returned to most often, 
summed up. standing as they 
did at opposite ends uf the very 
wide spectrum of religious, 
ceremonial, decorative and 
domestic items in the exhibi¬ 
tion, the force and eloquence 
with which these long-dead 
people speak to us. First was a 
golden wreath (funeral, not 
victory, though it is of laurel) 1 
made with such delicacy and | 
verisimilitude that the artist | 
has even reproduced the growth 
rin"s in the “cut” stems, as 
well as the veins on the leaves, 
which themselves are so delicate 
—no thicker than kitchen foil 

that tney tremble as in a 
breeze when anybody walks past 
the case. 

The other, and for me the 
most moving item in the entire 
display, is a tiny silver sauce- 
nan, one of a group of five 
from the second century AD 
and what gives it its specially 
poignant effect is chat it has 
been repaired — not bv the 
archaeologists, but by the 
original careful owner. A strip 
Oi surer has been nailed across 
the bottom of the inside, run¬ 
ning across one edge of the 
base and a little way up the 
sides; there are eight pins 
holding it, and it must have 
been used for a long time after 
the repair was made, as the 
patch has now been smoothed 
exactly into the shape of the 
vessel. A spark of recognition 
■ and fellow-feeling instantly 
jumps the gap of seventeen cen¬ 
turies, and I came out into 
Great Russell Street convinced 
that T had met that thrifty Thra¬ 
cian housewife. There was 
nothing like that after Tutan¬ 
khamun.

The art of diplomacy, as I have 
hinted before in this column, 
consists largely of consuming 
other people's fine food and 
drink and then offering them 
some of yours in return. Wliat 
more natural, then, than that 
the best-attended diplomatic 
function yesterday was a party 
given by a firm offering diplo¬ 
mats wine and strong drink on 
the cheap? One cf the hosts 
told me that 14 full ambassa¬ 
dors had turned up. and many 
more junior embassy officials. 

It was a launching party for 
a wine club sponsored by 
Embassy Magazine, a Periodical 
for diplomats edited by Logan 
Goorlay, once the show- 
business correspondent of the 
Sunday Express. The party was 
held in rhe House c' Lords, and 
invitations went out in the 
name of Lord Greenwood, the 
former Colonial Secretary. 
Sadly. Greenwood is not well, 
so guests were greeted instead 
by the elderly Lord Brockway. 
who had no apparent connexion 
vrirh the enterprise. 

Tim Bryant, who advises the 
dub on wbat wines lo buy, told 
me that it afreadv has about 
2,000 members, although it has 
not long been in existence. 
Membership _ is restricted to 
accredited diplomat:, who are 
entitled to get their alcohol 
, duty-free. 

A number of other firms are 
already in the business of sup¬ 
plying diplomats with alcoholic 

refreshment on this basis, but 

so great is the thirst in London 
embassies that Bryant is sure 
there is roam for another out¬ 
let.

A Law Commission proposal in 
a working paper on conspiracy 
and trespass, which would have 
made squatting without con¬ 
sent a criminal offence, will, 
almost certainly be dropped 
from the commission’s final 
report, following strong opposi¬ 
tion from the Greater London 
Council, the London borough 
councils, the National Council 
for Civil Liberties and the 
independent law centres work¬ 
ing group. 

The commission’s report Is 
to be submitted to the Lord 
Chancellor'this-week, though it 
is unlikely that it will be ready 
for publication before the end 
of February or early March. 
Mr Jenkins, the Home Secre¬ 
tary, has said that the Govern¬ 
ment intends to introduce 
“ comprehensive legislation 
without delay” to reform the 
conspiracy and trespass laws 
once it has considered the 
report. 

Squatting has continued to 
spread rapidly since the Law 
Commission first proposed two 
years ago that it should be 
made a criminal offence “ to 
be unlawfully on property sod 
to fail to leave _ as soon as 
reasonably practicable after 
being ortfered to by the person 
entitled to occupation.” There 
are now an estimated 30,000 
squatters in England and 
Wales, about 25.000 of whom 
are in London. This compares 
with no more than 1,500 fire 
years ago. 

About 12,000 of these squat¬ 
ters have legal agreements 
with local authorities allowing 
them to make temporary use on 
licence of otherwise unusable 
short-life properties on condi¬ 
tion that they leave promptly 
when die properties are 
required for rehabilitation or 
redevelopment. The squatters 
pay no rent, but pay for rates, 
gas and electricity and carry 
out repairs. 

This kind of arrangement be¬ 
tween responsible squatting 
groups and local authorities, 
which was first begun in Lew¬ 
isham in 1969, continues bv 
and large to work well, though 
unobtrusively, to die benefit of 
both sides. But over the past 
18 month*, there has been a 
virtual boom in unlawful 
squatrine, which has attracted 
the headlines and has brought a 


once almost respectable move¬ 
ment into disrepute. 

Unlawful squatters now 
account for more than half of 
all squatters. Many are 
genuine pathetic cases of home¬ 
less families and destitute single 
people, but they are often 
led by well-educated poEticaUy- 
motivated young people, trim 
are not so much seeking a roof 
to cover their heads as a new 
life style and a means of con¬ 
frontation with authority.' 

Considerable publicity has 
been given over the past year 
to isolated cases of squatters 
moving into newly-decorated 
council houses due for occupa¬ 
tion by families who had been 
waiting patiently for a council 
home for years. Lurid stories 
were todd of drug-taking, sex 
orgies, wanton damage to prop¬ 
erly and even of IRA bomb 

factories. Some squatters vio¬ 
lently resisted attempts to 
evict them 

Public antipathy toward 
squatters reached a peak 
amounting to near hysteria last 
summer following letters in 
The Times about the inadequacy 
of the law. which left private 
citizens unprotected against 
squatters. The police would 
not act in a civil offence. . 

This, together with the pub¬ 
lic reaction which followed, 
prompted a statement from Sir 
Robert Mark, the Mettopolitan 
Police Commissioner, assuring 
the public that the police 
would have “no hesitation” in 
helping ^ owners of furrashed 
residential premises to evict 
squatters from their homes, 
though they would not inter¬ 
vene in cases where houses 
had been left empty for some 
time. The police would not be 
acting in the execution of their 
duties, but would be helping as 
private citizens, he explained- 

In fact private properties are 
not usually the targets of 
squatters, who prefer to 
occupy local authority blocks 
which are more likely to 
remain empty for some time 
and where there is a chance 
that they might be found 
alternative accommodation on 
eviction. Local authorities have 
a duty (though not a statutory 
obligation, as some believe) to 
provide at least temporary 
accommodation for homeless 
families, including pregnant 


mothers, but not for homeless 
single people. 

At one time rehousing 
became a regular demand of 
squatters on threat of violent 
confrontation if their demand 
was not met. But local authori¬ 
ties have been taking a match 
tougher attitude to these 
demands following the public 
outcry over the GLC “ sur¬ 
render ” to the 200 unlawful 
squatters in Elgin Avenue, 
Paddington,' who were evicted 
last October after a lengthy 

occupation which cost the 
council nearly- £100,000 in 
delays to the redevelopment 
programme, officials time, and 
Legal costs. 

The families among the 
Elgin. Avenue squatters were 
given permanent council 
homes, not temporary bed-aad- 

hreakfast accrnntnodatian. This 

gave rise to bitter complaints 
of -queue-jumping on the hous¬ 
ing waiting list. 

. Whyi when confronted with 
such problems, are councils 
opposed to unlawful squatting 
being made &' cri m i n a l 
offence? Both the GLC and the 
London Boroughs Association 


explain that they believe the 
vast .majority ,of squatters are 
a s y mptom of "the severe hous¬ 
ing -Shortage. in- London -and. 
. that <{hey- should not be pena¬ 
lized for a situation, for- -which 
they are nos to .blame. The 
councils say they. want, posses*. 

sioo, not punishment. 

T fo > High Court ruled in June 
last year that 'a warrant for 
possession of a property enabled 
bailiffs to evict anyone in that 
property, , whether named or 
zrat.

The politics behind Ireland’s religious war 


More than six years of secnv 
strife in Ulster have 


obscured the part piayea w 
secular ideologies in the con¬ 
flict. The recent denunciation 
of die Provisional IRA by Mr 
Tomas Mac Giolla, president of 
rhe Marxist oriented official 
Sinn Fein, is a timely reminder 
of the bitterness among ex¬ 
tremists' on the Catholic side of 
the divide. He accused the Pro¬ 
visionals of identifying repub¬ 
licanism with “everything 
destructive and reactionary in 
Ireland.” 

The Ulster problem, and the 
larger still unresolved Irish 
question, is about religion—and 
much more. Fear that Ulster’s 
access to British markets could 
be threatened by Irish Home 
Rule was an important factor 
in Orange agitation before par¬ 
tition. Loyalty to economic seJf- 
i ate rest remains an important 
ingredient in Ulster loyal ism. 

There has always been a 
strong political, as well as eco¬ 
nomic, streak in Northern Irish 
Protestantism, a garbled descen- 


of 1688 and of the American 
Revolution. To be a Protestant 
is to believe in, and if neces¬ 
sary fight for, liberty. Earlier 
this month, the extremist Ulster 
Defence Association echoed the 
American Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence and reproached the 
British Government for failing 
to guarantee “ the natural rights 
of life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness”. 

The demonology about the 


Catholic Church is much more 
warped politics than distorted 
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for tiie denial of the liberty 
which the Protestant holds so 
dear. In spite of such gestures 
as the referendum, which struck 
out a reference to the special 
position of the Roman Catholic 
Church from the southern Irish 
constitution, the Republic has 
done nothing to modify the 
northern Protestants’ instinctive 
feeling that a United Ireland 
would undermine and demolish 
liberty. The nationalists’ answer 
to this is that the freedom 
vaunted by Protestants is the 
freedom to monopolize power. 

But the Protestant attachment 
to liberty has taken forms ocher 
than fear of the opposition to 
Rome. In the last quarter of 
the eighteenth century the 
small town of Belfast, then only 
the fifth largest in freland, was 
the centre where the most con¬ 
troversial ideas of the age found 
their readiest response. 

It was to the educated Pres¬ 
byterians of the north, often 
products of Scottish universities 


standard than at Oxford and 
Cambridge, that the ideas which 
fostered the American and 
French revolutions made an 
appeaL Nonconformists, al¬ 
though of course to a much 
lesser degree than Catholics, 
suffered discrimination and 
were critical of the Anglican 
establishment. Many Ulstermen 
had emigrated to the American 
colonies- Belfast even comme¬ 
morated the fall of the Bastille.

Dublin Protestant Theobald 
Wolfe Tone could find the most 
advanced advocacy in Ireland 
of political rights for both 
Catholics and Protestants. 
Belfast was a very tolerant 
place, where Protestants helped 
to finance' the building of the 
first Catholic church, which 
opened in 1784. 

Within three generations, the 
industrial revolution, had drawn 
Catholics from rural Ireland in 
sufficient numbers to reach the 
present ratio of one for every 
two Protestants, and the Protes¬ 
tant workers were treating 
Catholics as threats to their 
jobs. The social and economic 
basis of today’s conflict had 
been laid. • ■ 

While revolutions in the 
English-speaking world still 
provide ammunition for Protes¬ 
tants, revolutionary ideologies, 
of Continental origin have 
played their part in the myth¬ 
ology of Trish Republicanism. 

Wolfe Tone’s own conversion 
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convoluted ' than the hero- 
worship of him as the father 
of Irish Republ icanism sug¬ 
gests , but .the last years of his 
brief life were devoted to work¬ 
ing for a break in the connexion 
with England through a French 
invasion of Ireland. The subse¬ 
quent failure of all his bo^es 
and his own capture and suiade 
in 1793 should not be allowed 
to obscure the fact that his aim 
was to create a nonsectarian 


republic for the whole island, past record of atrocities, but 
Despite their sectarian instincts, their ceasefire in Ulster, 


tical wing still feel obliged to 
genuflect to Tone, whose own 
great hope was anticlerical, re¬ 
volutionary France. 

Marxist ideology has been a 
more relevant factor in the 
present crisis than is often 
appreciated. It lias always been 
a basic view in' the Protestant 
community that the dvil rights 
campaign of'the late 1960s "was 
a front for the IRA. Former 
gunmen whose last military 
campaign had ended in utter 
failure in 1962 had taken on an 
increasingly Marxist tinge and 
were involving themselves in 
political activities like the dvil 
rights movement. 

But the real significance of 
Marxism was the way it helped 
to tear the IRA apart -six years 
ago. The breakaway Provisionals 
could not stomach a political 
approach involving de facto 
recognition of Stormont and the 
DaiL The inability of the IRA 
organization at that time to 
defend Catholic streets in 


August, 1969 made talk of 
working class solidarity across 
the sectarian divide sound very 
hollow. But there was also a 
gut reaction against the leftist : 
path the IRA had taken. 

The Provisionals, in turn, 
were and continued to be con¬ 
demned as obscurantist dis¬ 
ciples of violence. If there were 
to be a class struggle In Ireland, 
it would not be furthered by 
bombs. The Officials have a

One reason for the compara¬ 
tive success of the ProvisionaJs 
is that their roots are in simple, 
Catholic - Ireland and that they 
"reject -- atheistic imports. 
Although the Provisionals talk 
about founding a socialist 
republic, their reflexes are 
those of men of the extreme 
right. Most Dublin politicians 
are deeply conservative, and 
much of the three years after 
the IRA split that Fiannh Fail 
were in power, they seemed 
more worried by the Marxists 
than by the far more active 
Provisionals. Ironically, the 
Provisional IRA has used 
Soviet and east European 
weapons. The supply of 
Russians aims and ammunition 
from Libya cannot be laid . 
directly at Moscow's door, but 
one of . the most famous ] 
escapades of the _ present 
troubles was the seizure, in ' 
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arms sent from Czechoslovakia 
to the Provisionals. 

Intermittently, .Marxists and 
anti-Marxists Have killed each 
other and Marxists or quasi- 
Marxists have conducted feuds 
on both sides of the border. 
At times it would not have been 
a travesty to write about such 
aspects of Ireland in the lan¬ 
guage of the Spanish Civil War.

Part of the reason for 
their agreeing to this unusual 
condition was no doubt be¬ 
cause, if official objections had 
prevented the making of the 
programme, they would not 
have received their fees for 
taking part. Now that the film 
has been made they will be paid, 
even if official objections finally 
kill the programme.

Sir, I was disturbed to read of Gov¬ 
ernment’s recommendation that fees 
to be paid by. overseas students 
should be twice that paid by British 
•students. May I urge that they give 
further thought to toe foil implica¬ 
tion of this p ro po sal? Naturally all 
possible economies must be intro¬ 
duced in every side of our expendi¬ 
ture, but Ore we correct in following 
the present trend of considering 
everything along purely financial 
lines, other aspects must surely be 
borne in mind. I was a business¬ 
man in West and East Africa for 
many years and also had toe privi¬ 
lege of serving on the Legislative 
Council (Parliament) in both 
Nigeria and Kenya, perhaps I may 
therefore put forward a point of 
view in regard to students from 
Africa.. 

Africans of course have their own 
universities of which they are justly 
proud, but it is fair to S3y that 
British universities have deservedly 
a reputation which is quite unique, 
an African who can gain admission 
is greatly envied. It is true that 
some African countries are nation¬ 
ally wealthy and can offer the 
financial s u ppo rt necessary for over¬ 
seas education.

From the Chairman of the Royal 
Commission on Civil Liability and 
Compensation for Personal Injury 
Sir, The Congen iia-1 Disabilities 
(Civil Liability) Bill, which was 
introduced by Ifr Ray Carter, MP, 
on December 17 last, Is due to have 
its second reading in toe House of 
Commons on February 6. 

As toe terms of reference of this 
Royal Commission include compen¬ 
sation for ante-natal injury, I think 
it- right to state that my colleagues 
and I have misgivings about the Bill, 
which, we hare made dear to 
ministers. 

It appears from paragraphs 2-6 of 
toe Law Commission report, on 
which the Bill is based, that toe 
Law Commission did not intend to 
prejudice the much wider issues of 
social policy with which the Royal 
Commission’s report will be con¬ 
cerned, but only to establish the 
action of tort as applicable to ante¬ 
natal injuries in toe meantime. It 
is important that this limitation 
should be accepted and recognized 
in Parliament. 

Parliament should also be made 
aware -of the special objections 
which can be and bare been urged 
against relying on toe operation of 
die tort action in the field of ante¬ 
natal injuries: 

i According to toe expert evidence 
which we have received it is only 
in the rarest of cases that even 
the physical cause of a congenital 
deformity can be ascertained, and 
even if that is ascertainable toe 
plaintiff in an action of tort would 
still bare ro prove that toe 
deformity teas caused by fault. 


ii Thus the BUI, so far from dealing 
comprehensively with a wide¬ 
spread and highly distressing 
social problem, couTd result in 
compensation for no more than a 
minute proportion of the children 
concerned. The Bill, therefore, 
would raise many false hopes, not 
least by its very - 

iii There would still be delav and 
expense, especially .in difficult 
and complicated actions. 

iv The accusations and counter- 
accusations in such cases could 
have an adverse effect on family 
relations and on relations between 
doctors and patients. For example, 
in an action against a drug com¬ 
pany fir a doctor, toe defence 
might aBege that toe damage to 
toe unborn child was caused by 
the mother’s own action such as 

smoking or drug addiction. 

I hope it mil be accepted that this 
Bill foils far short of providing a 
comprehensive solution to these 
problems. If it is passed, it will come 
into, effect probably less than a year 
before toe Royal Cominis sr on’s 
report is presented, and that report 
may recommend a different system 
of compensation. 

Hie Royal Commission understand 
why tois Bill is being introduced buz 
feel ix right to draw attention to the 
complexities of the problem.

Labour aid for African 
liberation movement 

From Mrs Judith Hart, Labour MP

Sir, One of your correspondents 
asked last week, discussing the deci¬ 
sion to send money to Southern 
African liberation movements, “ who 
in the Labour Party will stand up 
and dissociate themselves from the 
support of violence”. But the situ¬ 
ation in Southern Africa is not a 
simplistic choice between peaceful 
or violent change; the former has 
been essentially denied by toe 
regime in South Africa and even 
when some other regimes in the 
area have made moves in tois direc¬ 
tion it has largely originated as a 
result of the growing strength of toe 
liberation movements. We cannot 
equate'. the violence of a people 
struggling to be free with that of' 
their oppressors. We did not do so 
in France during the last war- and 
we should not do so now. 

The Labour Party has put the 
position quite dearly in its Party 
Programme, 1973, “ Violence is 
already used by toe minority 
regimes in Southern Africa in order 
to preserve their position of power. 
In common with toe Lusaka 
M a nif esto, Labour does not wish to 
see an extension of violence in 
Southern Africa but we believe that 


this has been provoked by the 
refusal of the regimes in Southern 
Africa to allow peaceful democratic 
change. Labour therefore supports 
toe liberation movements in all toe 
territories of Southern Africa in 
their just struggle for freedom and 
independence-” 

It was for these reasons that in 
1971 toe Labour Party established 
its Southern African Solidarity 
Fund, of which I am chairman. The 
fund has received numerous dona¬ 
tions from trade unions, local par¬ 
ties. Young Socialists and indivi¬ 
duals. In the past it gave money to 
Frelimo, PAIGC and toe MPLA. It 
is now in the process of giving some 
money to toe two main liberation 
movements of South Africa and toe 
liberation movement in Namibia.. 
These payments have come from 
the Southern African Solidarity 
Fund and not from the Labour 
Party’s general political fund. This 
is not unique, for toe party has a 
similar Jong-standing special fund to 
help Spanish Democrats. 

I am sure that all of us in toe 
Labour Party look forward to .toe 
day when donations to Southern 
African liberation movements will 
be ‘ unnecessary, because, apartheid 
and racism in Southern Africa will 
no longer exist.

From Admiral Sir Charles 
Wo odhouse 

Sir, In * Distant War” toe second 
episode of the television series The 
World at War, a comment made on 
this battle was:—". . . victory won 
by bluff rather than by gun power u . 
I thought it my duty to protest to 
Thames Television because the men 
who did the fighting which drove 
toe Graf Spee to her doom off Mon¬ 
tevideo, much resented toe greater 
share of the success achieved being 
wrongly given to those who practised 
deception. 

Thames Television attached copies 
of -our correspondence to toe script 
of toe film which has been deposited 
in toe Imperial War Museum, but 
toe comment appeared again when 
the film, was recently repeated. . . 

I now present some: facts, largely 
originating from German sources, 
to defend the reputations of my fel¬ 
low seamen. 

On reaching the shelter of Mon¬ 
tevideo, Laogsdorff, toe Captain of 
the Graf Spee, asked for fourteen 
days to repair toe damage, straight¬ 
forwardly inflicted on his ship by 


gunfire; so as to make her sea¬ 
worthy again. 

Soon after his arrival, a much- 
trusted officer reported that he had 
sighted HMS Renown and what he 
thought were HMS Ark Royal and 
others, and Langsdorffi who waa 
predisposed to believe such a re¬ 
port, was completely convinced, and 
reported to his Admiralty that these 
two ships and others were “ off Mon¬ 
tevideo”. Another report to Ger¬ 
many' stated that “superior naval 
forces had been clearly observed 
from -on board Graf Spee”. 

Our intelligence people were 
trying to bluff Langsdorff into 
thinkin g that we had big ships wait¬ 
ing for him , but their efforts were 
largely wasted because their object 
had already been attained. 

_ Langsdorff was not allowed the 
time he needed to make his ship 
■ sufficiently seaworthy for toe 
-operations he had planned, and he 
scuttled her rather than submitting 
to internment^ .. .

Discipline ‘improved’ by 
unstreamed teaching 


A survey by the Inner Lon¬ 
don Education Authority of 
mixed ability teaching in nine 
comprehensive schools, pub¬ 
lished yesterday, says it im¬ 
proves the social atmosphere in 
the schools but that to try to 
impose the system on schools 
whose staff are uncommitted, 
unprepared or sceptical is a 
“ recipe for disaster 

The report, which makes no 
attempt to judge academically 
the success or failure of mixed 
ability teaching, received a cau¬ 
tious reception from Dr Eric 
Briault, the authority’s educa¬ 
tion officer. He emphasised 
that it is a research report only 
and said the debate would con¬ 
tinue for many years 

In die report, senior inspec¬ 
tors comment that in certain 
subject areas there is a need 
for more work to be done 
to meet the full needs of gifted 
children. 

Mixed ability teaching is one 
of the most controversial issues 
in education. Instead of being 
allocated to classes or streams 


according to their ability, chil¬ 
dren remain together for all 
subjects except when grouped 
by sex. The report says that in 
practice the pure form nf mixed 
ability teaching scarcely exists. 
Most schools group children on 
a temporary basis bv subjects. 

Some teachers say it has led 
to an almost complete dis¬ 
appearance of indiscipline and 
an improvement in children's 
attitudes and expectations. 

The report deals with schools 
where staff In general are com¬ 
mitted to mixed ability teach¬ 
ing. Most of them say they 
would resist a return to stream¬ 
ing. 

The report contains two 
pessimistic notes, however. 
Security in schools becomes 
difficult. One school was robbed 
of valuable equipment and 
other schools have reported 
substantial losses. Also, an in¬ 
quiry carried out by the 
Modern Languages Inspectorate 
showed that nine-tenths of the 
-pupils questioned preferred 
streaming.

Science report 

Palaeontology: Ozone and mass death 


According to sumo recent calcu¬ 
lations by American atmospheric 
scientists, destruction of the ozone 
layer through entirely natural 
causes may have contributed sig¬ 
nificantly to tlie mass extinction 
of ani m al life at intervals in evolu¬ 
tionary prehistory. The abrupt 
disappearance of entire groups of 
micro fossils from the record at 
various different times is one of 
the longstanding mysteries of 
palaeontology. The extinctions 
were almost certainly tin result 
of several related stresses, and the 
American research now adds the 
ozone effect to the equation. 

During the 1960s It was dis¬ 
covered that of eight mass extinc¬ 
tions. six had coincided with 
periodic reversals of the Earth’s 
magnetic field. Such reversals, 
when they occur, temporarily re¬ 
duce the strength of tbe field. The 
tbeoiy was that the weakened OeUI 
would be less effective in deflect¬ 
ing incoming le thal radiation, so 
that levels at the Earth's surface 
might rise sufficiently to be fatal 
to some forms of life. 

'However, later calculations 
showed that even If the magnetic 
field was removed entirely radia¬ 
tion levels at the Earth's surface 
would be unlikely to increase by 
more than a tenth, hardly a sig¬ 
nificant amount, largely because 
of die absorbing effect of the 
atmosphere- 

But Dr G. Ried, with colleagues 
at toe' United States National 
Centre for Atmospheric Research 
at Boulder, Colorado, now points 
out a way in which the radiation 


could have parsed throuuli the 
atmosphere by destroying tl«c pro¬ 
tective ozone layer." Ozone, tin 
oxygen molecule comprising three 
rather than the normal two atoms, 
is concentrated between altitudes 
of about 20 and 25 km, ami 
absorbs most of the ultraviolet 
radiation entering the strato¬ 
sphere. 

Tbe American theory points out 
tiiar as solar radiation eaters the 
atmosphere the resulting particle 
collisions cause secondary radia¬ 
tion, chiefly in tbe form of ener¬ 
getic protons. The positively 
charged protons will ionize the 
nitrogen ln the stratosphere, form¬ 
ing nitric oxide. 

Recent research has shown that 
nitric oxide can destroy nzunc in 
the stratosphere without being 
destroyed itself. That means that, 
once It has formed, Its deleterious 
effects persist for a long time. 
Thus, the Americans say, once 
secondary radiation enters the 
atmosphere the ozone layer be¬ 
comes progressively destroyed, 
allowing excessive levels of ultra¬ 
violet radiation to get through. 

That effect has serious conse¬ 
quences only during magnetic re¬ 
versals, they say, because under 
normal conditions the magnetic 
field deflects the secondary radia¬ 
tion towards the poles, so only a 
small part of the atmosphere be¬ 
comes ionized. But when the field 
diminishes, tbe protons arc able 
to permeate tbe whole atmosphere, 
causing widespread destruction of 
ozone. 

Using a computer model, the 


Americans calculate that a solar 
flare of the sort ot magnitude 
that .can. be expected as part of 
a normal sunspot cycle could pro¬ 
duce ultraviolet radiation - levels 
15 per cent higher than those 
normally experienced at the 
Earth’s surface. If Clares 100 times 
bigger occurred, which is not 
inconceivable on the time scale 
id a reversal, about 20,000 years, 
l'io radiation could Increase by 
160 per cent. 

If the recent calculations are 
correct such effects could have 
weighted the chances significantly 
against threatened forms of life. 

None the less it is doubtful 
whether many atmospheric scien¬ 
tists ‘ will regard the theory as 
cause for undue alarm about the 
consequences of injecting the 
atmosphere with nitric oxide from 
the Concorde and other super* 
sonic airliners. A recent state¬ 
ment from the World McteorqToei- 
cj! Organization, while highlight¬ 
ing the need for condoned vigi¬ 
lance. concluded that planned 
supersonic aircraft would not 
have an effect distinguishable 
From natural vacations. That was 
because of the limited numbers 
of only 17km. the statement said.

Petrol will

Jt-mow-seems certain that the 
retail price of petrol will not- 
be -included in the forthcoming 
code ,of voluntary price re¬ 
straint. Although Shell, Esso 
and BP have all undertaken-to 
abide by the code, which seeks 
to limit price rises on whole¬ 
sale prices to a maximum 5 per 
cent during the next six 
months, both the Motor Agents 
Association .and the Petroleum 
Retailers Association will not 
recommend acceptance'of the 
scheme to their members. 

The PRA said last night that 
it was-not prepared to see the 
retail price of petrol and oil 
oh Mrs Williams's fist while the 
present chaotic market con¬ 
ditions. exist. ■ Only if the 
Government introduced a. statu¬ 
tory uriniwinm retail price and 
the present price cutting war 
ended, would it support the 
scheme. 

This does not mean that re¬ 
tail prices trill rise by more 
than 5 per cent during the 
rastramt period- The PRA says 
that _ in present price-cutting 
conditions, any retailer able to 
get a 5 per cent profit margin 
was exceptional. Late last year 
Jjthe Price Commission reported 
that petroleum retailers needed 
larger margins, which are being 
increasingly squeezed by the 
present price war. 

_ The Motor Agents Associa¬ 
tion is unable to make any 
recommendation about Mrs 
Williams’s scheme to its mem¬ 
bers.

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Equity Bank 
decision 
likely to be 
put off again

After a further meeting 
.yesterday, of the working party 
on the proposed Equity Bank 
ther e was no indication chat the 
scheme will be ready to pre¬ 
cede in accordance with its 
already delayed timetable. 

It is understood that this 
arises from a continuing failure 
by. the investment institutions 
which are supposed ro subscribe 
-the Equity Banks capital to 
agree upon precisely what its 
scope and function should'be. 

When the worldns party was 
set up last October it was 
envisaged that its proposals 
would be made known by the 
end of last year. When this 
-deadline proved impossible to 
meet, it was put back to the 
“latter part of January’’. 

However,- after . yesterday’s 
meeting, which came only a few 
days before the end of the 
mo nth, there -was no sign that 
an announcement.on the Equity 
Bank was imminent. 

Mr Ernest Bigland, working 
party chairman, said the meet¬ 
ing had been to “coordinate 
views and report progress”. A 
public announcement would be 
made “ as quickly as possible ”. 

.The Equity Bank concept 
arose partly out of the stodc 
market slump in 1974, which 
effectively blocked many com¬ 
panies’ access to new capital. 
A spate of company financial 
crises precipitating government 
intervention was also an influ¬ 
encing factor. 

Some of the Equity Bank’s 
advocates, including Sir Henry 
Benson, industrial adviser to 
the Governor of the Bank of 
England, believe that the need 
for such an institution has sur¬ 
vived the recovery in the. stock 
market and the easing of' the 
: corporate liquidity crisis. 

It appears that by no means 
all of the insurance companies.' 
pensions funds investment and 
unit trusts which are being 
asked to support the bank are 
agreed about tills. There is also 
believed to be some disquiet 
over the fact that the Equity 
Bank’s capital could be as much. 
as £500m, though only around 
£50m of this is likely to be paid 
up initially. 

The’Scottish investment insti¬ 
tutions are proving highly in¬ 
tractable over the scheme and. 
there are suggestions that they 
might opt out before it is com¬ 
pleted. Likewise some of the 
mutual insurance companies— 
those owned by their policy- 
holdevs—are understood to be 
reluctant to commit themselves.

Where the Government does 
hove to consider a rescue opera¬ 
tion for a problem company, 
however, the cases are of 
roughly three types. 

First, there is a limited num¬ 
ber involving important under¬ 
takings where it is immediately 
clear that the Government 
wishes to intervene. 

In these instances the decision 
whether _ any necessary re¬ 
organization should be achieved 
by keeping the company in 
being, though possibly hiring 
off part of its activities, or by 
allowing it to go into receiver¬ 
ship as a preliminary to a 
reconstruction, is a matter of 
which is “the most effective, 
economical, and equitable 
method”. 

Secondly, there may be a 
reasonable number of cases 
where after an assessment of 
management and other require¬ 
ments tile conclusion is reached 
that the company is capable of 


achieving profitability with 
reasonable, assistance. 

In these cases, receivership 
can be averted. But where it is 
decided to allow a receivership 
to take place, “it should be 
the normal presumption that 
there will be no government 
assistance-to the received”. 

Nevertheless, there may be a 
third and exceptional class of 
case .. where assistance _ to a 
receiver should be considered. 
There may be cases where a 
modest contribution by the 
Government towards a receiver's 
working losses could make all 
the difference to the immediate 
scale of an establishment qs 
a going concern, and the 
avoidance of . unnecessary 

redundancies, or in some, the 
maintenance of supplies for. 
other concerns. 

It may. be impracticable to 
awry out an. adequate pre¬ 
liminary appraisal before 
receivership, and it may, there¬ 
fore, be desirable to provide 
for the business to.be continued 
while future prospects .and 
social considerations are more 
fully examined. 

The number of these cases 
is expected to be limited, in 
the department’s-view. In such 
cases, if there is 1 receivership, 
there must be ‘a strong pre¬ 
sumption that the enterprise in 
its existing form is not viable 
in the immediate future. 

“Normally, some loss to in¬ 
vestors and creditors is inevit¬ 
able and some loss of employ¬ 
ment in that particular enter¬ 
prise may have to be faced”, 
the department says. 

“ Consequently, in the kind 
of case discussed where the 
Government is prepared to con¬ 


sider providing a certain 
amount of money to the re¬ 
ceiver, it ran accept no .com,-* 
mitment, overt or implidt> to 
enable to pay off investors 
a4>d creditors and to mairvtaiq 
the whole existing work for*#, 
and assistance will be provided 
only where the fallowing con¬ 
ditions are met : 

X. Concrete measures are being, 
taken to bring about a recon¬ 
struction of the concern either 
as a separate entity (but under, 
new praters hip), or as part of 
a larger existing enterprise. . 

2. There is a real risk that the 
reconstruction -will not pro¬ 
ceed unless the activity is kept 
going 1 meanwhile and part of' 

the workforce is retained. 

3. The receiver -and the work¬ 
force will be informed at the* 
outset that.the period of sup¬ 
port* will be short and limited 
to a stated period. 

In outlining the general 
principles 'for state assistance, 
the department soys that, by 
aad large, profitability and re¬ 
turn on capital measured in- 
financial terms remain the best 
pritna fade indicator of an in¬ 
dustry’s or company’s effi¬ 
ciency in usidg Resources and 
giving jcbnsomer satisfaction. 

Assessments of viability have 
to be made in resource alloca¬ 
tion. but there can be circum¬ 
stances where profit and Idss* 
are - not wholly accurate, 
measures of resource costs and* 
benefits which accrue to the 
community as a whole. 

But all derisions on invest¬ 
ment should have regard to the 
ob jecti ves of malting British in¬ 
dustry compete more success¬ 
fully. 


EEC lends £85m for 
British steel plants

Three loans totalling £85m 
are being made by the European 
Community to finance steel in¬ 
dustry developments in , the 
United Kingdom. The package is 
the largest yet to be put to¬ 
gether by the Community for 
British borrowers, and the big¬ 
gest part of it, a £35m Joan for 
the British Steel Corporation, is 
the largest made to a single 
borrower from the Community’s 
funds. 

The loans, which are being 
made under Article 54 of the 
European Coal and Steel Com¬ 
munity treaty, will bring to 
£316m the total of Community 
loans to the British coal and 
steel industries since January 
1973. ’ * 

Of this, the bulk has been ad¬ 
vanced to the sted industry, 
with about £90m going to the 
Yorkshire/Humberside region, a 
further £70m going to Wales 
and £50m to Scotland. 

From the £35m borrowing, 
two loons worth £65m have been 
made to the state steel under¬ 
taking. The first, for £3Sm, will 
go towards the building of an 


ore and coal importing terminal 
at H-imterston in Scotland. 

This project; which wifi create 
around 200 jobs, will enable 
the corporation to meet the in¬ 
creasing needs for imported ore 
and coal at the Ravenscraig 
works. It will also be used to 
import ore far the new direct 
reduction plant scheduled to he 
built at Huntexstoo. 

The second loan, for £30m, 
will be used to' modernize and 
expand the BSC’s stainless steel 
cold rolling and finishing plant 
at Shepcote Lane Works, Shef¬ 
field. This project is expected 
to create 300 jobs. 

The third loan, worth £20m, 
is for GKN (South Wales), part 
of Guest* .Keen & NecclefoWs; to 
help finance a £5L8m project 
to replace an existing rod and 
coil bar mill by a four-strand 
rod mSl). 

The loans are bein^ made on 
a commercial basis, with prerise 
terms to be agreed when the 
facilities are due to be taken up. 
At today’s- rates the borrowers 
would be paying interest of 
between 9 and 10 per cent a 
year.

Ford adviser gives warning 
of new economic crisis

Washington, Jan 27 

Mr Alan Greenspan, chair¬ 
man of the .Council of Economic 
Advisers, warned congressmen 
today that another economic 
crisis -would result unless an 
immediate effort was made to 
reduce the budget deficit. 

He said a repetition of the 
current year’s estimated deficit 
of S76,000 eq (about £38,000m) 
could “throw us back into a 
severe recession in 1977 and. 
1978” 

The debate on the president’s 
budget proposals for the 1976- 
77 fiscal year, which starts on 
October 1, opened in Congress 
today. It was apparent that the 
Democrats are determined to 
Seek much greater government 
spending than the .President 
proposes. 

Led by Senator . Hubert 
Humphrey, chairman of the 
Joint Econ omic Committee, 
many Democrats are urging 
greater efforts to reduce unem¬ 
ployment and suggesting that 
the economy Could absorb a 
budget deficit next year of 
similar dimensions to mat seen 
in the current year. 

Mr Greenspan, Mr .William 
Simon, Treasury Secretory, and 
Mr James Lynn, di r ec t or of the 
Office of Management and Bud¬ 
get, testified today before the 
Appropriations Committee of 


the House of Representatives. 
All stressed that the Adminis¬ 
tration’s estimated 1977 deficit 
of $43,000m is the maximum 
that the economy could take if. 
new inflation were to be 
avoided. 

Mr Simon said the new bud¬ 
get was a start to ending “ the 
stop-go policies of the last 15 
years ”.
